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RECENT MILITARY MOVEMENTS AND THREATENED 
NEGOTIATIONS. 

Tue first campaign is scarcely more than half over, and already 
Russia bas been baffled defeated, and repelled. She has been 
obliged to exchange the attitude of aggression for that of self- 
defence. From beirg resolved to appropriate her neighbour's ter- 
ritory, she is reduced to tremble for her own. In the winter her 
fleet was busy destroying the Turkish navy and massacring the 
Turkish sailors at Sinope: in sammer she finds all her ships 
locked up in their own harbours—con‘fined to bed in short. In 
March she menaced, or was supposed to menace Constantinople : 
in August she is called upon to defend Sebastopol. In spring 
she was crossing the Danube: in autumn she is recrossing the 
Pruth. She has been baffled in nearly every enterprise, and 
beaten in nearly every engagement. She has lost all that she had 
gained, except some of tbe fortresses in the Dobrutscha; and 
those are about to be wrested from her. 


The tone of the Czar has changed nearly as much as his for- 
funes. The insolent language of the Autocrat, who was resolved 
to have his way in defiance of all Europe, and who was astonished 
at the unreasonableness~of those -who blamed-him.and the auda- 
city of those who presumed to thwart him, has been moderated 
into the complaining phrases—not yet quite apologetic or defer- 
ential—of a man who would fain make out that he had been mis- 
understood and ill-used. The last dispatch of Count Nesselrode, 
so ably answered by M. Drouyn de Lhuys, is in marked contrast 
to some former memorable documents from the same pen. The 
evacuation of the Principalities has been officially announced, with 
an indication that it has taken place in compliance with the pre- 
judices—strange and incomprebensible .as it is hinted they are— 
of the Emperor of Austria. Itis clear that the Czar has been 
worsted, and that he admits it ; and it is believed that he is in- 
clined tocome to terms. Already writers and diplomatists are 
discussing what these terms should be. This is the crisis of 
affairs that we have always looked forward to with the greatest 
anxiety. The dangers of hostilities seem about to be exchanged 
for the far more serious dangers of negotiation. Our readers will 
remember that, though we have never dreaded the arms of Rus- 
sia, we have always expressed the greatest fear of her diplomacy. 
We know the ‘characteristic weakness of the British nation— 
aggravated as it now is by our settled love of peace, and by the 
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deep sense of responsibility which weighs on rulers who, after 
forty years of peace, have had again to deal with war. Weknow 
that our real danger is not in being beaten in a campaign, but of 
being overreached in a treaty ; not of being baffled by our adver- 
sary, but of letting him off too easy ; not of conducting the war 
ill, but of throwing away al! the advantages of victory by too 
great a desire for peace, and too great magnanimity towards a 
fallen foe. Therefore we confess we feel no inconsiderable alarm 
when we observe with what alacrity every one begins to consider 
the terms on which the war may be concluded, on the first 
avowed discomfiture and professed retirement of the enemy. Let 
us reflect for a moment or two whether this alacrity is not some- 
what dangerous and premature. 

Russia has evacuated the Priacipslities, and retired behind the 
Pruth. Is it so very certain that this is really a retrogressive 
movement, or one that can be held to jadicate either any actual 
relinquishment of ber aggressions, or any deference towards the 
allies, or any disposition to make peace? What has led to it, 
and what is to be gaived by it? In the first place, this evacuation 
has not been ordered till it became an indispensable measure of 
safety. The allies were advancing, the Ottomans were everywhere 
victorious, the Russians were everywhere baffled, the Austrians 
held all the passes of the Carpathians, and could at any moment 
have taken the Imperial troops at a fearful disadvantage. As 
soon as the attitude of Austria became unmistakeably hostile, 
the Russian positions in Wallachia and Moldavia became obvi- 
ously untenable. The forces of the Czar not only could no 
longer remain there, but were peremptorily wanted elsewhere. 

For it was not on the Sereth that they could meet their advanc- 
ing foes. Between Austria on the west, Omer Pasha and his 
Anglo-French auxiliaries on the south, and the allied fleet which 
might have assailed tieir rear, the invaders would have had no 
chance of escape. A retirement from the Principalities, duly 
announced, might yet suspend the actual commencement of hos- 
tilities by Austria; and if not—if Austria must be met or assailed 
—her accessible point was clearly not the Transylvanian but the 

| Gallician frontier, The evacuation which has been the object of 

| so much congratulation, therefore, was probably designed to 

| effect two object-, both most important to Muscovite designs— 

| the liberation of one large force, which could be detached to take 
Austria at advantage on a preferable point, and the sending of 

another to succour Odessa and the Crimea, which were indubi- 
tably about to be as-ailed by the allies. This evacuation, then, 

| is not a political concession, but simply a necessary and judicious 
strategic operation. 

In one sense, however, it,was undoubtedly designed to have a 
political effect. It liberates Prussia—at least Prussia will choose 
to accept it as liberating her—from her engagements to Austria. 
| She had promised to aid that Power in enforcing the evacuation 

in case Russia either annexed those provinces or pushed its con- 
quests to the south, and to stand by her and defend her against 
internal and externai foes in case she incurred danger or hostility 
while furthering German interests. But now that Russia has 
retired—has done iu fact what Prussia wished—the latter may 
plausibly enough allege that whatever consequences may ensue 
from any hostile steps on tne part of Francis Joseph against the 
Czar, Austria will have voluniarily brought upon herself; and 
that she can therefore no longer claim the assistance of Prussia to 
guard her from the. ‘The Court of Berlin is therefore perfectly 
free to desert Austria in any dangers she may incur by siding 
with the Western Powers, and to pursue its own projects of rivalry 
and ambition, with any help which Russia can bestow. ‘The 
evacuation of the Principalities by the Czar may thus convert 
Prussia from a hesit.ting ueutral and a possible foe into an 
avowed if not an active ally ; aud has doubtless been expected by 
Nicholas to operate powerfully in paralysing his new enemy. 
Thus the same retrograde movement across the Prath enables 
Russia to menace Austria on two sides, to pacify and neutralise 
Prussia, and to march fifty thousand men to the succour of his 
endangered seaports. 

It seems, therefore, by no means certain that the Czar has any 
real desire of suing tor or accepting a reasonable and satisfactory 
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peace. But even if he has, let us look at the terms which the 
French Minister for Foreign Affairs declares that the common 
i of Eur uire. 
ret. That ae protecterate hitherto exercised by the Imperial 
Court of Russia over the Principalities of Wallachia, Moldavia, 
and Servia, shall cease, and that the privileges grauted by the 
Sultans to these dependent provinces of their empire shall, in 
virtue of an arrangement with the Sublime Porte, be placed under 
the collective guarantee of the Powers. ut. 
Second. That the navigation of the Danube, as far as to its 
outfall into the Black Sea, shall be delivered from all restriction, 
and submitted to the operation of the principles consecrated by 
the acts of the Congress of Vienna. . ae 
Third. That the treaty of July 13, 1841, shall be revised in 
concert by the high contracting Powers in the interest of the 
European equilibrium, and in the sense of a limitation of Russian 
power in the Black Sea. ; 
Fourth. That no Power shall claim the right to exercise any 
official protectorate over the subjects of the Sublime Porte, to 
whatever rite they may belong, but that France, Austria, Great 
Britain, Prussia, and Russia shall lend their mutual co-operation, 
in order to obtain from the initiative of the Ottoman Government 
the consecration and observance of the religious privileges of the 
various Christian communities, and turn the generous intentions 
manifested by His Majesty the Sultan to the account of their 
various co-religionists, so that there shal] not result therefrom 
any infringement of the diguity aud independence of bis crown. 
1. Something no doubt will be gained by exchanging the exclusive 
protectorate which Russia has heretofore exercised over the semi- 
independent provinces of Turkey in Europe, for a collective pro- 
tectorate of allthe great Powers. But the practical evils arising 
from the anomalous position of those territories will only have 
been mitigated, not by any means removed, by this change. 
Russia, if one of the protecting Powers, will become or continue 
as before, the chief protecting Power. She is close at hand; she 
has already a party in those provinces (in Servia a large and 
powerful one) ; she will still retain all her instruments and subtle 
machinery of ivtrigue ; she alone, having an interest in mischief, 


will be perpetually getting up grounds of complaint and inter- |’ 


ference ; she, as before, will be ceaselessly busy in fomenting 
disturbances, and charging the Porte with violation of the privi- 
leges of the Principalities when that Government attempts to put 
them down; she, on the plea of “co-religion” and of kindred, 
will have pretexts for remonstrances and claims, when the other 
Powers see nothing to complain of. Thus the virtual and active 
protectorate will be exercised by her nearly as much as now; 
and if she can persuade any one of the co-operating Powers to 
join her (as she will possibly be able to do when coolness or 
hostility prevails among them), she may easily override the 
opposition of the others ;—and even if she does not, the very 
differences will again make the Eastern Question a permanent 
apple of discord to the rest of Europe. Knowing, as we do, 


what these provinces have always been to Russia—the means, 


namely, of keeping the Porte in perpetual hot water and of 


} furthering her designs on Constantinople—is it wise, is it at all a 


Satisfactory arrangement by which to terminate a troublesome 
aud costly war, to leave to that restless and encroaching Power 
apy pretext for again iuterfering in their concerns? 

2. The freedom of the navigation of the Danube from all re- 
strictions, and the removal of those obstructions by which the cal- 
culated carelessness of Russia has caused its waters to be choked, 
we have aiways pointed out as one of the most important of the 
vbjects to be secured, when the terms of peace came under con- 
sideration. But if we recal to mind that these objects have al- 
ready, and long since, been insisted on in the most formal man- 
ner, and guaranteed by the most solemn treaties, and promised by 
Kussia ouce and again under ber hand and seal, we really do not 
see what diplomatists can persuade themselves is gained by com- 
pelling that dishonest Power to renew treaties she has always dis- 
regarded, promises which she has always broken, and professions 
80 empty as to have become almost insults. As Lord Lyndhurst 
so plainly urged, Russia has shown that no engagements can bind 
her. Why, then, enter into fresh engagements? You insist on 
the free aud uuobstructed navigation of the Danube :—secure it, 
therefore, in the only manver in which experience has shown that 
it can be secured, viz , by restoring to Turkey all its mouths and 
all the fortresses which guard them and which command the 
course of the river. Take back from Russia the Delta she ob- 
tained by the treaty of Adrianople, and let Ismail and Galatz be 
dismantled or transferred. We do not believe that any other 
arrangement can be secure, or ought to be conceded. 

3. “ The revision of the treaties of 1841 ”—if by this be 
meant the opening of the Black Sea to the navies of all nations 
—will be a signal triumph and a most important practical ad- 
Vantage to commercial enterprise; but, if merely a parchment 
treaty and unaccompanied by “ material guarantees "—(* I thank 
thee, Jew, for teaching me that word !")—it can scarcely be 
considered safe or efficient. The navigation of the Euxine is 
proverbially difficult and perilous ; Sebastopol is the only secure 
and ample harbour whether for merchant ships or men-of- 
war ; whoever possesses that harbour, fortified as it is, willalways 
be mistress of the sea which it commands; the only real con- 
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for the free navigation of the 
waters in question must be d in ip that important 
possession the Czar, and disposing of it in some other 
way, to be decided on mature deliberation. I¢ may be handed 
over to Turkey—or it may be simply dismantled—or it may be 
made an independent “ harbour of refuge,” under the protection 
of all the European maritime Powers. As long as it remaine the 
splendid port and fortress which it now is, in the hands of 

(Lord John Rassell was quite correct in saying) Constantinople 
is peceeneiny menaced, and commerce can scarcely be secure 
or free. 

4. The distinct denial of the claim of Russia to interfere on 
behalf of the Greek-Christian subjects of the Porte will be a 
most valuable object gained; and if the other Powers simp! 
obtain from the Sultan the concession of perfect freedom from all 
interference, persecution, or oppression on religious grounds to all 
his non-Mussulman subjects, we believe all will have been done 
that can be done;—and more than is done in Austria, Russia, 
Spain, or Italy. Oppression of the Rayaias there no doubt is, and 
will continue to be; but it will be only that which the Govern- 
ment is powerless to prevent, and which time and an improved 
system of administration can alone entirely put down. Hitherto 
it is certain that the chief oppressors of the Turkish Christians 
have been Russian agents and the priests of the Greek Church, 


In conclusion : We shall be as thankful as any one for the 
restoration of peace on a permanent and solid basis. Our only 
object in the preceding remarks has been to warn our countrymen 
against acceding to terms which, however plausible, are yet pro- 
verbially fallacious; and which will leave the embers of discord 
still slumbering and ready to burst out whenever circumstances 
shall render it the interest of the great aggressor again to fan 
them into a flame. Do not let us cobble or slur over our work. 
Do not let us have to do it over again, at some future and less 
convenient period. Do not let us have spent ten millions for a 
hollow and unreal victory.

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THE COMMERCIAL PROVISIONS IN 
THE NEW STAMP ACT. 


TuERE are so many provisions in the New Stamp Act highly im- 
portant to commercial interests, that it may be well, before the Jaw 
comes into operation, which it will do on the 10th October, that 
we carefully explain the changes in the existing system, The 
primary object of the Act was to substitute for the present very 
unequal scale of stamp duties upon bills of exchange, a scale 
which should approach as nearly as possible to an ad valorem 
rate of charge. That the present scale of bill stamps presses 
very heavily and unduly upon small amounts as compared with 
large ones, no one will pretend to doubt. For example, take a 
bill for 3,000, drawn at two months, the stamp is 15s, For the 
discount of such a bill at the rate of 5 per cent., the holder must 
pay 25/, the addition of the stamp being equal only to 
the rate of three per cent. upon the discount paid, or in- 
creasing the interest paid for the accommodation, of con- 
verting a book debt upon credit into cash, from 5 per cent. 
to about 54 per cent. In like manner, for a bill drawn for 
1,0002 at two months, the stamp required is 8s 6d. The discount 
of such a bill, also, at the rate of five per cent, is 82 6s 8d, the ad- 
dition of the stamp rising to five per cent. upyn the discount paid, 
or increasing the interest paid for the same accommodation in 
this case to 5} per cent. In like manner, a Dill drawn at 
two months for 500/ requires a stamp of 6s. The discount of such 
a bill at the rate ot 5 per cent. is 4/ 3s 4d, the addition of the 
stamp rising to about 7 per cent. upon the discount paid, and 
increasing the interest paid for the same accommodation in this 
case to pearly 54 percent. In like manner the stamp upou a bill 
for 100/ is equal to 21 percent. upon the discount for two 
months at the rate of 5 per cent., and raises the interest for the 
accommodation from 5 to more than 6 per cent. In like manner, 
the stamp upon a bill for 242 is equal to 50 per cent. upon the 
discouat for two months at the rate of 5 per cent., and raises the 
interest for the accommodation from 5 per cent. to 7} per cent. 
In like manner the stamp upon a bill for 6/ is equal to 150 per 
cent. of the discount for two months at the rate of 5 per cent., 
and raises the interest for the accommodation from 5 per cent, t0 
the rate of 124 per cent. as 5 
We thus find that the effect of the existing scale of bill 
stamp duties istoraise the price at which book debts of avery small 
amount can be converted into cash, on the joint credit of the cre- 
ditor aud the debtor, from 5 percent., the bare rate of discount paid 
for the actual advanceofthe capital, to arate of 12} per eent., while 
for large bills the effect is only to raise the interest of 5 per cent. 
paid for the capital to 5 per cent. Upon bills of the emall 
amount of 24/, the effect of the stamp is to raise the price from 
5 per cent. paid for the use of the capital to 7g percent. The 
consequence is obvious. The sacrifice made in drawing small 
bills is so great, that they are but seldom resorted to, and wh 
they are, the known fact of the cost incident to their 
raises a strong presumption against their credit, 2 bait | 
We know it is contended by many that itis not desirable 10| 
encourage the use of bills upen small amounts. Iris co 
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that it is rather desirable that small transactions should be carried 
on by cash payments. So far as retail trausactions are concerned, 
that is, where persons of considerable incomes and in a good po- 
sition in life run accounts with tradesmen for the convenience of 
periodical settlements, it is impossible to contemplate a system of 
bill transactions, But there is a very large proportion of the 
wholesale inland trade of the country, amounting in the aggre- 
‘gate to many millions a year, which consists of individual trans- 
actions, varying in sums of from 5/ to 50/, with regard to which 
the system of drawing bills does not at present apply at all, 
or where it does, it inflicts npon those traders an enormous and 
ether disproportionate tax. To contend that equal facilities 
it not be given to that class of transactions, is simply to say 
that the small and industrious capitalist, who most requires such 
aid, is to be placed at an enormous disadvantage with the large 
— who least requires it. 
ut beyond themere facility which the conversion of book debts 
into negotiable instruments affords to trade, there is another and 
most important consequence which is derived from the practice 


| of closing accounts at the end of each month by bill, of ex- 


change. It introduces into trade and credit a system of uni- 
formity and regularity which is of equal value to the buyer and 
the seller. The seller, by the regularity and quickness of his 
returns, is enabled to conduct his business with greater advantage 
at a smaller rate of profit; and the buyer is on his part com- 
pelled to conduct his business with greater care and circumspec- 
tion, from the fact that his payments become due on fixed and 
certain days. In place of the loose and old-fashioned system of 
open book debts, the time of the payment of which was always 
encertain, it adopts the modern and more systematic principle of 
bringing payments to a fixed and definite point. 

ith the view of removing the anomalies in the present state 
of the law, and of giving to smaller traders every inducement to 
adopt the more modern and systematic mode of transacting busi- 
ness, by which capital is so much more utilised, and by which a 
great and general economy in production may be effected, the Act 
uuder consideration reduces the stamp duty to a very low ad 
valorem rate of one shilling for one hundred pounds ; ranging from 
1d to 453. We annex at the end hereof the new scale as com- 
pared with the old one, which at once shows the great contrast 
of the two. 

An important change is adopted in the new scale, which will 
be found a great facility and convenience in trade. The distinc- 
tion, which under the present law is observed between bills under 
two months and bills of a longer date is altogether abolished, 
and one uniform stamp will be applicable to a given sum, what- 
ever may be the usance of the bill. This will not only limit 
the variety of stamps, bat it will also be productive of greater sim- 
plicity in their use, and will expose traders less to the accidental 
use of wrong stamps. 

With regard to " toacign bills of exchange, the Act has most im- 
portant provisions. When an effort was being made materially 
to reduce and equalise the stamps upon sinall bills, it was an 
obvious mode of securing the revenue against loss by abrogating 
all existing exemptions in favour of particular classes of bills. 
These exemptions have hitherto existed only as regards bills 
drawn abroad upon, and payable in this country, and as regards 
bills drawn abroad, passing through, and negotiated in this 
country, but drawn upon and payable in other foreign 
eonntries. Such bills in most of the other commercial countries 
of the world require to be stamped before being accepted 
Or négociated, the same as bilis drawn and payable in such 
‘countries, And there is no doubt that the only reason why such 
foreign bills have hitherto been exempted from stamp in England 
was the indisposition of the Legislature to impose upon merchants 
the trouble of sending bills to the Stamp-office in order to have the 
stamp affixed. But the adoption of adhesive stamps in modern times 
has furnished a perfect remedy for this. And now it is impossible 
to assign any good reason why foreign bills drawn abroad upon 
this country should be free of stamp duty, while inland bills, and 
even foreign bills drawn in this country, are subject to it. Now the 
same rate of duty will attach to a bill of exchange, whether drawn 
in this conntry, payable either abroad or at home, or drawn abroad 
upon and payable in this country, or drawn abroad upon another 
foreign country, but passing through and being negociated iu 
this country. In all cases in which a bill performs the functions 
> oe or in any way is used in trade, the stamp will equally 
a 

The only difference in the form in which such stamps may be 
applied is, as relates to foreign bills drawn in this country upon 
any foreign country. In this case the bill may either be drawn 
‘singly upou the same stamp, as an inland bili of like amount, or 
in sets of three or more, each bill of such set having a stamp equal 

amount to one-third of the rate charged for an inland bill of 

€ amount, so that at least the same aggregate amount of stamp 

y will attach in the case of bills drawn in sets as in the case 

of the saive drawn singly, But there is an important provision 
in the néw Act in relation to bills drawn in sets, to which we are 
anxious to call the attention of merchants, as otherwise they may 
find themselves exposed to severe penalties. Hitherto it has been 
‘the practice ‘very generally to evade the Jaw in respect to bills 
drawn in sets 4 drawing only a single bill, purporting to be 
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the first of a set, upon the lower stamp applicable to Ddills 
drawn in sets, the other two of the set not being drawn at 
all, By she present Act any person drawing a bill purporting to 
be one of a set, without at the same time drawing and delivering” 
the whole number of bills of which the set purports to consist, 
or any person negotiating such bill without at the same time 
transferring or delivering the whole set, will be subject to a fine 
of 1007. And, in addition, any bill purporting to be drawn ina 
set, and not so drawn, will be an illegal instrument, upon which 
no remedy at law can oe jobtained, as it will be upon aw 
stamp. This clause is so important that we copy it at le 
from the Act :— 

If any person shall within the United Kingdom draw and issue any 
bill of exchange payable out of the United Kingdom, purporting to be 
drawn in a set, and shall not draw and issue on paper duly stamped as 
required by law the whole number of bills which such bill purports 
the set to consist of, or if any person shall within the United Kingdom 
transfer or negotiate any such bill of exchange as aforesaid, purporting 
to be drawn in a set, and shall not at the same time transfer or deliver 
on paper duly — as aforesaid the whole number of bills which 
such bill purports the set to consist of, every such person go offendin 
in any of such cases shall forfeit the sum of one hundred pounds ; an 
if,any person shall take or receive in the United Kingdom any such bill 
as aforesaid, either in payment or as a security, or by purchase, or 
otherwise, without having transferred or delivered to him, duly stamped 
as aforesaid, the whole number of bills which such bill purports the 
set to consist of, be shall not be entitled to recover on any such bill, or 
to make the same availuble for any purpose whatever. 


Independent of re-adjusting the stamps upon bills of exchan 
the Act just passed contains some important provisions in rela- 
tion to bankers’ cheques and receipt stamps. 

First, as tobankers’ cheques. It has hitherto been well under- 
stood that cheques upon bankers, payable to bearer, must, in 
order to be exempt from stamp duty, be drawn and issued 
within 15 miles of the bank upon which they are drawn; but, 
as the posting of a letter containing a cheque has been held in 
law to be the issuing thereof, it has also been held that cheques 
might be sent by post to any distance, if only drawn within 
the limited distance of the bank; and being beyond the dis- 
tance, there was no law to prevent ‘their being negotiated. Con- 
sequently, it has become a common practice for merchants and 
others to remit cheques upon unstamped paper for the purpose 
of making payments in all parts of the country, where they have 
been negotiated and returned through local bankers to London 
for payment. Hereafter, this practice will be illegal, as by the 
New Act unstamped cheques are not allowed to circulate beyond 
15 miles from the bank; and any person sending or remitting 
such a cheque to a distance beyond the 15 miles from the bank, 
or apy person receiving such cheques in payment, will be liable 
to a fine of fifty pounds. In future, therefore, all such cheques, 
whether drawn beyond the distance, or remitted beyond it, must 
be drawn upon a penny stamp. 

To this provision there is one exception. In cases where an 
unstamped cheque shall have been legally issued within the dis- 
tance, and where the person who shall have legally received it 
within the distance, shall carry it beyond the distance, he shall 
be at liberty to attach an adhesive stamp, and thus the cheque 
will be legally negotiable ; in which case the adhesive stamp 
must be cancelled by the initials of the person so affixing it, 
while in all other cases the adhesive stamp, if used, is to be can- 
celled by the signature or the initials of the person drawing the 
cheque. 

There i is another important provision in respect to a practice 
which has been extensively resorted to by some country bankers, 
who have taken advantage of the penny stamp to create a large 
circulating medium of notes of 5/, 10/, and 20/, bearing all the 
appearance of ordinary bank notes of such denominations, but 
which in reality are only stamped cheques on their London 
bankers. Hereafter all such issues are illegal, and will subject 
such bankers to all the penalties to which they would be subject 
for issuing ordinary bank notes. As the clause is of so mach 
importance we give it at full length :— 

Aud whereas an act was passed in the seventh and eighth years of 
Her Majesty’s reign, chapter thirty-two, to regulate the issue of bank 
notes; and an act was passed in the eighth and ninth years of Her 
Majesty’ 8 reign, chapter thirty-eight, to regulate the issue of bank 
notes in Scotland ; and another act was passed in the last-mentioned 

ears, chapter thirty-seven, to regulate the issue of bank notes in 
in land ; and in order to prevent evasions of the regulations and pro- 
visions of the said respective acts, it is expedient to define what 
shall be deemed to be bank notes within the meaning thereof 
respectively: Be it enacted, that all bills, drafts, or notes (other 
than notes of the Bank of England) which shali be issued by

stamp, which is the whole extent to which such privilege was 

templated. 
orwith — to receipt stamps, the question which has so long 
raised a donbt as to how far receipts or acknowledgments for money 
sent through the post were exempt from stamp duty, has been 
set at rest by this Act, by repealing a clause in an old Act ander 
which such exemption was claimed. Hereafter, therefore, receipts 
or acknowledgments for bills, monies, or securities, sent through 
the post, will require to be stamped exactly the same as if they 
sed by hand. 
There. is can iestiian provision in relation to stamps fer receipts 
and bankers’ cheques. In future it is contemplated to use one com- 
mon stamp for both purposes, and in the meantime their use for 
either purpose is legalized. So that, hereafter, a penny stamp, whe- 
ther purporting to be for a cheque or for a receipt, may be indis- 
crimiuately used for either purpose. The other provisions of the Bill 
refer to questions of the transter of property, and not to commercial 
objects. By the 34th clause of the Act, old stamps rendered useless 
by the Act may be exchanged at any time on or before the 9th day

BRITISH NORTH AMERICA.—ITHE UNITED STATES: 
Tux United States Senate, on Wednesday the 2nd instan‘s 
passed the Reciprocity Treaty by the constitutional majority 
of two-thirds, “It will form an honourable page,” says the 
New York Shipping List, “in the history of the administra- 
* tion which has accomplished so good a work.” It is a settled 
fact that the railroads are to derive from it very material and per- 
manent benefit. So will the Euglish colonies. It opens up new 
and large markets for their produce, sets at rest several disputed 
questions, and will probably lead to friendliness between two 
Contiguous peoples, speaking the same language, who have 
heretofore been inclined to contend and to quarrel. 

Grain, flour, breadstuffs of all kinds, fresh meat, smoked meat, 
salted meat, cotton, wooi, seeds, vegetables, stone or marble, siate , 
butter cheese, tallow, lard, manures, ores of meta'sof all kinds, coal, 
meg tar, turpentine, ashes, timber, lumber of all kinds, flax, 

emp and tow (manufactured), undried fruits, dried fruits, fish of 
all kinds, products of fish and of all other ereatures living in the 
water, poultry, eggs, hides, furs, horns, skins or tails undressed, 
firewood, plants, shrubs, trees, pelts, fish oil, rice, broom-corn, 
bark, gypsum (ground or unground), burr or griudstones, dye- 
stufis, rags, unmanufactured tobacco of the colonies wiil now be ad- 
mitted free of duty from our Provinces into the States, and in the 
town population there will find a ready market.

Ovr latest news from the United States is not satisfactory. The 
people are not relaxing in industry, decreasing in wealth, and 
likely to be worse customers; but the late disagreeable conduct 
of some of their leading railway speculators is followed by some 
proceedings on the part of the Government calculated to excite 
uneasiness. It is at present the misfortune of Governments 
that they fail to satisfy the expectations of the people, and often 
fall into eccentricities in the hope of winning the approbation 
which their daily routine of duties does not command. Mr 
Franklin Pierce’s administration has not escaped the common 
calamity ; and, like most of his predecessors, he was scarcely 
placed in office by an overwhelming majority when he began to 
decline in popularity. The Government of the States, though in 
possession of a very limited power, bas to fulfil expectations, 
based on European theories, of what Governments almost despotic 
can effect ; and it is sure to become unpopular, whoever may ad- 
minister it, less from any demerits of its own than from not fal- 
filling the vague, false, and impossible hopes of the people. The 
disorganised state of the Government of Spain—where, as in 
other places, the people and the Government are at variance— 
has prevented the speedy settlement of the dispute growing out of 
the differences between the authorities of Cuba and the officers 
of some American ships ; and before Congress closes, the Presi- 
dent has informed it that nothing has arisen since March to dis- 
pense with the necessity of such provisional measures as the 
exigency demands. It is accordingly proposed to place in the 
hands of the President a sum of 10,000,000 dollars to enable 
him to threaten, or possibly use force with the authorities of Cuba. 
That the Emperor of Russia has stimulated the President’s Go- 
vernment to aunex Cuba, as lying most convenient to the States, 
may not be true; but it is so reported, and it is so like the policy 
pursued by Russia towards her neighbours, and it would so much 
serve his purpose to embroil the United States with France and 
England, bound to guarantee the possession of Cuba to Spain, 
that the report seems feasible. With the conduct of the Presi- 
dent in preventing private and maranding expeditions from the 
States against Cuba, there is every reason for the Governments of 
Europe to be satisfied; but the present threats he holds out, and 
the probability that the further derangement of the SpanishGovern- 
meut may prevent any quiet settlement of the trifling dispute, are 
calculated to beget uneasiness. They tend to embroil still more 
the present embroiled relations of several Governments, the sub- 
jects of which are very peaceably inclined towards each other. 

The American Government, too, has just shown itself rather 
prompt to strike. It has acted at Grey Town on the old plan of 
**a word anda blow, and the blow first.” To that town the 
American Government has shown a marked hostility from its 
foundation, though by the Bulwer-Clayton treaty it acknowledges 
the town asa free port, and induced many Americans to settle 
there or send their goods thither, and take part in the rapid trade 
which was growing up at the place. Some months ago an American 
captain, named Smith, was accused of wilfully murdering a negro 
boatman there. The authorities attempted to bring him to 
justice, but he was rescued from their hands, and in the course of 
the dispute or the fray which ensued, the American Minister to 
Central America, Mr Borland, who seems to have unduly in- 
terfered in favour of the American captain, thought himself in- 
sulted, and so represented the matter to the Government. Im- 
mediately the complaint was made, which was sometime after 
the insult was received, the American Governmert despatched 
a vessel-of-war to demand justice of the authorities of Grey Town, 
or to punish them if the demand were not complied with. The 
captain of the vessel sent (Hollins) was as prompt in acting as 
was the Government in sending him. In a few hours after his 
arrival at the spot the demand was made, but not complied with, 
because, it is said, the chief magistrate was absent from the town, 
and the town was ruthlessly destroyed. A more wanton piece of 
cruel destruction has seldom been perpetrated. 

A great part of the loss, however, (for the houses were of not 
much value, and the people fled into the woods and saved them- 
selves,) falls on American citizens, whose property was sacrificed, 
and they are making vehement demands for redress. ‘Their losses, 
combined with a proper sense of justice and what is due to other 
nations, have strengthened the indignation of the reflecting part 
of the American people, and the outrage is unsparingly condemned 
by several of the American papers. The New York Tribune 
says of it:—‘‘ The case has every appearance of a cold-blooded 
‘* murder, with an American Envoy standing by to aid and abet, 
“and an American Secretary and President to approve and justify 
“it afterwards, and to burn down a town simply in consequence 
‘of its trying to bring one of the murderers to a judicial 
“examination.” There is no excuse for it. The spirit in 
which it was perpetrated may be inferred from the reply of 
the American captain to the protest of Captain Joly, of the 
British man-of-war schooner, Bermuda. The English captain 
said, being unable, from the inferiority of his vessel, to offer any 
protection to the town, or any opposition to the proceedings of 
the Americans, he could only protest againstthem. In his reply, 
Captain Hollins tauntingly wished the force of the Bermuda were 
twice as large as that of the Cyane (his own ship), implying 
boastingly—as he safely might, in the absence of ail means of 
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his boast to the test—that he could conquer twice as 

an English force as his own. Men in power can be boast- 

ing and brutal like others, and when they are, no wild beasts 
are half so dangerous and half so much needed to be enchained. 


From the American people—engaged like ourselves in the pur- 
suits of honest industry—supplying our wants while we supply 
theirs—we have nothing Dut service and kindness to expect ; but 
from captains of American ships-of-war, entrasted to batter down 
towns at their discretion—from American Secretaries of State, eager 
to rival the old despotisms of Europe in arbitrarily inflicting 
injary on unoffending people in'support of what is called 
national dignity—and from Presidents acting on the exploded 
theories of Europe,—from men entrusted with power, and 
more eager to display it than careful in exercising it, there is 
always much to dread. They are perpetually provoking con- 
flicts of wit aud conflicts of power with other presidents or sove- 
reigns, with other ministers or other equally vain boasting and 
hasty naval commanders, and are perpetually endangering the 
peace itis their business to preserve. ‘The epidemics that are re- 
marked of crimes as well as diseases—for we have recently 
seen a precisely similar moral disorder break out amongst the 
Gordons and Davidsons in London,and theSchuylers and Peverleys 
in New York—may possibly extend to rulers, and a war of ag- 

ion having begun in one quarter, the example may be fol- 
owed in another, and hence the last news from America is some- 
what alarming lest the peace of the world should be further 
compromised. The only way to make men entrusted with power 
careful in exercising it, isto watch over them continually ; and 
when this is neglected, or when power can be exercised with- 
out a sense of responsibility, captains, envoys, secretaries, and 
presidents of arepublic are just as likely to endanger the peace 
of the world as the ezars, emperors, and sultans. 








OCCUPATIONS.—LANDOWNERS AND OTHER CLASSES. 


Tue more important we consider the occupations of the people 
as the index to the progress of society, the more we regret that 
the mode of recording them has been different at every census. 
Statistics, like many other sciences, is yet in a very crude con- 
dition ; at least successive Parliaments have shown their unac- 
quaintedness with the subject, and every ten years the new act 
for numbering the people gives different directions from every 
previous act. 
persons chiefly employed in agriculture ; in trade, manufactures, 
and handicrafts; and not employed in either of these. The 
returnsof 1801, however, were considered worthless, from females, 
children, and servants being sometimes returned as of the trade 
or pursuit of the householder, sometimes as being neiiher agri- 
cultural nor commercial, and sometimes they were totally 
omitted. The Acts of 1811, 1821, 1831 directed the inquiries 
to be made into the number of families—not persons—engaged in 
agriculture, manufactures, trade, &c., and not so engaged. The 
act of 1841 reverted to the persons employed in different occupa- 
tions, and the Commissioners supplied both an alphabetical and a 
classified arrangement of all the occupations. The act of 1851 re- 
eords the occupations of persons, but not as they were recorded 
in 1841. 

At the former period the number of persons returned as engaged 
in agriculture was 1,499,278, and the number returned for 1851 
is 2,390,568; the increase in the ten years was 891,290. In 
1841 the persons classed as agriculturists were “ farmers, graziers, 
* agricultural Jabourers, gardeners, nurserymen, and florists.” In 
1851 the class includes “* land proprietors, farmers, graziers, with 
“ their sons, grandsons, brothers, nephews, daughters, grand- 
* daughters and nieces, of upwards of 15 years of age; farm bailiff, 
“agricultural labourer (out-door), shepherd (out-door), farm 
“ servant (in-door), feuar, portioner, land-surveyor, land estate 
“ agent, officer of agricultural society, agricultural student, hop- 
“* grower, grape-grower, willow-grower, cutter, dealer. teazle- 
“* grower, merchant, agricultural implement proprietor, drainage 
“ service, colonial planter, farmer, tacksman, woodman, wood- 
“ keeper, bailiff, park wood labourer, cutter, rod-grower, dealer, 
“ gardener, nurseryman, herb-grower, watercress-grower.” The 
classification, therefore, at the two periods is not alike, and 
our comparisons will be confined to the totals. The total 
population in 1841 amounted to 18,844,434, making the number 
not employed in agriculture 17,345,156. The total population 
in 1851 is 21,185,010, making the number not engaged in 
agriculture 18,794,442. Though the per centage of the agricul- 
tural classes appears to have increased in 1851 above the 

i per centage of those classes to the whole in 1841, this is more 
the consequence, probably, of the different, classitieation of these 
classes in 1841 and in 1851, than of any real increase in their 
number at the latter period ; yet is the proportion at both periods 
of agricualturists to all other classes so small—one-eighth or one- 
ninth of the whole—that as we survey the numbers and propor- 
tions, our astonishment increases at legislation having been for 
years systematically directed, but injuriously even to them, to 
promote their wealth and their welfare at the expense of the 

} other and eight or nine times larger number of people.

In 1801 the inquiry was made into the number of 
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“trade, and mannfactures,” because no such distinction has been 
made in 1851 ; but we can state from other sources at hand some 
few examples of the relative increase of some other classes. Thus 
there were, according to a Parliamentary return published by © 
Mr M‘Calloch, 215,833 persons engaged in the cotton manu- 
facture in Great Britain in 1834, and in 1851, 651,862; or, while 
the agriculturists have, on the most favourable supposition, in- 
creased about one-third, the people engaged in manufacturi 
cotton have increased more than threefold. Usually, it is sup 

that the employment of females in cotton man in which 
they bear a larger proportion to the males than in any other mana- 
factory, is very injurious ; but where such manufactories do not 
exist, the females either have very unsuitable work in the fields, 
or have none but household occupations, making them exclu- 
sively dependent on the other sex. We do not, therefore, agree 
with with the supposition, and regard the cotton manufactory, 
which gives a useful and healthy employment to a large p 

of females, as peculiarly adapted to the present condition of 
society. It tends to give the females independence. The males 
may not like it, but the females do, as placing them more on a 
level with the other sex, while the extending division of labour is 
compelling families ia every part of society to give out much of the 
work that used to be done at home, leaving very much less 
household work for females. 

In Great Britain in 1834, wool employed 69,751 persons ; in 
1851, the census enumerates 295,276 persons so employed, or 
an increase of more than fourfold. In 1834, silk employed 
30,633 persons ; in 1851, 140,938, or an increase of more than 
fourfold. In 1834 flax employed 23,602 persons ; im 1851, 98,987 
persons—an increase of more than fourfold. Let us now bring 
these figures together in a table, merely reminding the reader that 
the increase of agriculturists between 1834 and 1841! eould not 
have been so large as to make much difference in the relative 
numbers of them to the other classes :—

Without adverting to the increase in the iron and other trades 
(which is probably still greater, but we have not under our hand 
any such accurate account of the workers in iron as in cotton, silk, 
&c.), or to the increase inmerchants and carriers (which has pro- 
bably even exceeded proportionably the increase ia iron workers), 
and without further adverting to the new oeeupations which 
have grown up, here is sufficient evidence to show the relative 
inerease of agriculturists to the other industrious classes. They 
are proportionably a small number of the whole, and they cer- 
tainly did not increase as fast under the restrictive system as the 
other classes, whatever may hereafter be the result of free trade, 
which will probably be equally favourable to their growth as to the 
growth of the rest of the commnnity. 

We may take it for granted that the number of landowners has 
not increased. On the contrary, Mr M‘Calloch, in his statistical 
work, on the authority of Dr Beke, which he says is deservedly 
high, estimates the number of landed proprietors in England and 
Wales at 200,000. The census of 1851 retarns the landowners, in- 
cluding peers and members of the House of Commons not other- 
wise returned, of Great Britain as 35,303 ; but as the return ap- 
pears to be made up from the designations given by individuals to 
themselves, it probably does not include all the landowners. We 
may, however, assume from it that the number of landowners, 
instead of having increased, has decreased, which is consistent 
with what we know of the absorption im many places of pro- 
perties, so small as to render the cultivation of them under 
present circamstances unprofitable, in larger farms. From this we 
obtain an additional proof how monstrously erroneous, unjust, and 
even cruelly absard was that law enacted, not in ages of ignorance 
aud barbarity, but in the year 11815, and obstinately and even vin- 
dictively adhered to by our leading legislators of all parties, Whigs 
and Tories, or whatever else they might be called, till 1846, which 
made these increasing masses dependent for their subsistence aud 
their life on the possessions of a mere driblet of society compared 
to themselves. The angry and raging mob, which in 1815 
resisted the enactment of the law in their uncouth fashion, 
by breaking windows and besetting the houses and persons 
of ministers, and waylaying members of Parliament with 
petitions, remonstrances, and threats, were really wise and 
rational men, whose counsel was justice, and whose coer- 
cion, could it have been effectual, like the coercion of their 
opponents, would have increased the public welfare, compared to 
the reasoning and deliberating members of the Legislature. Yet 
the meddling classes, confiding more arrogantly than ever in the 
deliberation aud the reason of which they are amazingly proud, and 
having less confidence than ever in the instincts and interests of the 
multitude, go on year after year making restrictive laws on thedectt-_£

+ lessons of the census, if they, who are so forward to teach others, 
' be capable of learning, should be instructive and convincing. 
| Contrary to theory, contrary to expectatiors, it teaches us that 
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society goes on continually increasing, and continually improving 
as it increases—life being prolonged, knowledge enlarged, and 
morality refined,—and that it is the increase and improve- 
ment of the multitude which really corrects and informs the 
legislator. The source of all is the principle of population, in- 
creasing division of labour, forcing men to acquire new know- 
ledge and new skill, and to engage in new occupations, of 
which the Commissioners have now given us an interesting 
record. 





FABRICATION OF PAPER. 


From a correspondence just published, it appears that “‘ the scar- 
* city of the raw material of paper, consisting not only of rags, but 
“ also largely of the refuse of cotton and flax mills,” attracted the 
attention of the Treasury as long ago as the middle of February. 
It was stated by the Secretary, in a letter written on February 
13th, by command of the Board to the Board of Trade, 

That within the last 10 years the prices of these articles have greatly 
advanced, that rags can be imported from only a few parts of Europe, 
and that as there is no regular and open market for rags and the other 
materials used in the manufacture of paper, increased demand and high 
price do not call forth increased supply, as in other articles of commerce 
from abroad. 

With a view to diminish the inconvenience thus felt, it has been sug- 
gested to my Lords, that Her Majesty’s Consuls abroad might be instructed 
to obtain information, and procure samples of vegetable fibre in their 
respective localities, applicable to the manufacture of paper. In doing 
this, it would have to be borne in mind that the great essential of such an 
article must be its cheapness, to cover the high freights now prevailing, 
and which, it may be anticipated, will prevail forsome time. As regards 
the nature of the articles, my Lords are informed, that with the exception 
of jute canvas and gummy bagging, every description of vegetable fibre is 
now capable of being bleached, and is available for fine papers. Fibrous 
reeds and rushes, the inner bark of many trees, and several kinds of 
vegetable fibre in warm or tropical countries, are substances likely to be 
of service, especially where they could be imported as dunnage among the 
cargo, or in compressed bales, but quantity and steadiness of supply are 
essential. As regards price, my Lords understand that if tke article could 
be laid down so as to cost from 2d to 23d per lb when purified and bleached, 
without reckoning the cost of preparation, it would be sufficientiy low to 
answer the purpose in view. 

My Lords request that you will bring this subject under the consideration 
| of the Lordsof the Commitiee of Privy Council for Trade, and move their 
| Lordships, if they concur in the expediency of the inquiry here suggested, 
| to communicate on the subject with the Foreign-office, in order that the 
| necessary circular instructions may be issued to Her Majesty’s Consuls 
abroad, to carry out the objects adverted to. 


In consequence of this letter, the Board of Trade brought the 
matter under the notice of the Department of Science attached to 
it, and also procured a report relative to the vegetable produc- 
| tions of India. The information contained in the memorandum 
| of Dr Forbes Royle, transmitted in consequence to the Treasury, 

has been previously, as he says, in most part communicated to the 
| public. He read a paper on the subject some time ago at the 
| Society of Arts, and his views relative to the “ materials for paper 
| making procurable from India” have already been placed before 
| the public. Dr Royle’s communication was written on May 3, 
| and transmitted from the India Board to the Treasury on May 
| 15. At what time the report of the Scientic Department attached 
| to the Board of Trade made its report is not stated. It is with- 
| out a date. We presume, however, as the correspondence has 
| ouly just been published, that the report was very lately made. 
| It is as follows :— 


Department of Science and Art, Marlborough house. 
| Sim,—I have delayed replying to the minute paper of the Board of 
| Trade, dated the l4th February, relating to the raw material for 
| making paper, in order that I might consult some of the leading manu- 
| facturers on the subject of the inquiry. Having done this through Mr 

Dela Rue, I have now the honour to report as follows:— 

_ 1, Itis unquestionably true that there is a great and increasing scar- 
city of the raw material used in paper making. 

‘The cause of this scarcity in spite of an increased demand, would 
appear to depend on the circumstance that the raw material of paper 
making is in reality the product of the wear and tear of a substance 
of a very advanced manufacture, and depending for its quantity‘on the 
collateral causes which produce a greater or less activity in the latter. 
Hence the stoppage or partial suspension of linen and cotton manu- 
factures is sufficient to avcount for occasional and especially for local 
scarcity. Thus the paper mills have been influenced by the lock-outs 
of Wigan and Preston, and the half-time working of Belfast and the 
surrounding districts. 

It would appear, also, that apart from occasional depressions of the 
manufacturers, or the wear and tear of which the raw material of paper 
chiefly d the demands of the paper makers have been greater 
than can be supplied by the less increased rate of consumption of the 
manufactured products. _While this has been the case, other con- 
sumers of the raw material have come into existence, railways and 
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steamboats now exhausting a very large quantity of cotton and 
waste for wiping machinery. But the most important of all i- 
tors have been undoubtedly the Americans, who have purchased not 
only largely in our own markets, but also in those foreign which 
are open for the sale of rags. It may be mentioned, also, that the 
trade is in the hands of only a few capitalists, who buy from small col- |} 
lectors and import from abroad, and that this limitation of the trade 
enables them readily for a time to influence the market, both as tosup- 
ply and price, by witholding their stocks, but these influences can Vv 
be temporary, and cannot be persevered in for long periods. 

The disadvantage of the raw material of paper making being depen- 
dent upon manufactures having no immediate relation to its suppl 
and demand, and the fact also that the growing thirst for literature is 
at a greater rate than the increase in the manufactures of cotton and 
flax, seem to furnish adequate reasons why the supply of rags does not 
meet the increased demand. 

Many attempts have been made to furnish new raw materials for 
paper, but hitherto with only partial success, ‘The failure generally 
results from one or more of three causes. (a) Some fibres require so 
much cost to bring them to the state in which they are offered to paper 
makers, in the forin of rags or cotton waste, that in point of economy 
they cannot enter into competition with the latter. (6) Certain fibres 
lose so much weight in bringing them to this state, that they cease to 
be economical. (c) Certain fibres, which are well adapted on account 
of their texture for the paper trade, present so many difficulties in 
bleachivg them, as to render them unfit for white paper. The Surat 
bass, in which cotton has of late years been imported into this country, 
offers an example of this difficulty. 

The price which is mentioned in the Treasury letter of 2d to 23d per 
lb for a partially prepared pulp, is generally considered by most 
makers to be too high, and they think that materials to be of benefit 
should be looked for at the price of 1d to 1}d per Ib. The latter price 
refers to roughly prepared pulp, but should the pulp be offered ina 
bleached state, or in as far an advanced state with regard to colour 
and texture as cotton or linen rag, then 2}d to 4d per lb might be ob- 
tained. The quantity of any promising material sent home for experi- 
ment should not be less than half a ton in weight. 

In considering this subject, it appears that very little is known of 
the statistics of the consumption of the various materials used in the 
manufacture of paper, and that an inquiry on this subject would be 
useful.—I have, &c. (Signed) Lyon PLAYFAIR.

The question of the supply is entirely one of cost. The mate- 
rials from which paper can be fabricated are positively infinite, 
but they cannot be obtained at the price, or anything near the 
price, the paper manufacturer has been accustomed to pay for rags, 
and is likely to pay again for them, as the use of clothing increases 
amongst the half-clad or skin-clad people of Europe. What is 
more wanted, we believe, in the ‘manufacture of paper than the 
raw material is perfect freedom. The people of the United States, 
where the manufacture is free, are enabled to give a greater price 
than we have been giving for rags, and take away, as Dr Play- 
fair remarks, our supply. Already the Americans are great ex- 
porters of stationery, besides being larger consumers than any 
people of Europe, and we shall only be able to compete with them 
by making our paper manufacture free. A great dealof common 
paper, we are informed, might now be made here out of refuse, 
and sold for a good profit, were there no duty, but the duty forms 
so large a portion of the price of the very commonest sorts of 
paper, that the manufacturer finds it for his advantage to use only 
the superior material, and the consumer finds it for his advantage 
to buy only the superior article. Thus, supposing the manufacturer 
could make a coarse paper at 14d per lb, he could find a cus- 
tomer for it, but when the customer has to pay the duty in addi- 
tion, he will not buy the coarse paper for 3d; he prefers to give 
4d or 1d more for a better paper. Much coarse material is not, 
therefore, worked up, because, under the present duties, the 
manufacturer cannot procure customers for the paper at the price 
he must charge. 

Of late, the Americans have made excellent wrapping paper 
out of canebrake, &c., cheaper than we can produce a similar 
paper, but these common materials do not bleach easily, and can- 
not be converted into fine papers. We are now informed, how- 
ever, by the Long Island Vindicator, that a ‘* Dr Antisel has 
“invented a pulp, which, in its raw state, will not cost more 
“than about ne-sixth of a cent per ponnd, and by the aid of a 
‘* machine invented by Mr Nolan, can be brought into the market, 
‘* made into paper, at a cost of about four cents per pound. Paper 
“at present costs about 16 cents, so that the value of the in- 
“ vention can at once be seen. The material from which the 
“pulp is manufactured will flourish and grow abundantly in 
** ground at present useless to the farmer. We have seen and 
“ examined specimens of the pulp, and have no hesitation in pro- 
“nouncing it just the thing wanted. It as‘white and clear a3 
“the most clearly bleached cotton, and is capable of the most 
“ delicate tints. The harshuess and transparency of the straw 
“ paper is not to be found in it, while it is capable of the highest 
“ finish, maintaining all the pliancy and toughness of the pure 
“linen rags.” 

With such a material at their command, if this report be 
true, the Americans will soon cease to buy rags in Europe, 
and soon become paper manufacturers for every country which 
will admit their produce. The attention of the Treasury havin 
been turned to the scarcity of the material, we trust it will loo, 
at this question, becoming very important, under all its phas¢,_ 
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It will then, probably, find that there is in its own power a better 
method of ensuring a supply of cheap paper than hunting abroad 
for substitutes for rags. 








LOUIS NAPOLEON AND FREE TRADE. 
Ovr contemporary, the Examiner, published last week the fol- 
lowing information :— 

The French Emperor has just given a striking illustration of the truth of 
what Sir Robert Peel urged upon his last Cabinet, to the borror and disbelief 
of some members of it. He asserted that if the corn duties were once totally 
repealed, even in a time of famine, they would not again be enacted. France 
has evjoyed for the last year # free trade in corn, owing to the failure of the 

ng harvest. A more abundant harvest than the present was never pro- 
duced in France, The Government, nevertheless, has come forward with a 
decree, that the free-trade regulations of last year shall endure, and the unre- 
stricted import of corn be permitted. France, therefore, is brought to a level 
with England on that great and important point of legislation. The trade in 
corn of both countries is free. The similar reduction of duties on salt meats 
and cattle will in all probability also be preserved, and no doubt the principle 
found to be so advantageous will be extended to other articles of necessity, 
As to luxuries, France abounds in them, and can well afford, upon other than 
free-trade reasons, to lower her tariff. 

Whatever on other grounds, then, may be said of the Emperor of the 
French, he undoubtedly seeks his supporters in large masees, not in privileged 
classes. As the great proportion of the French people raise their own food 
and consume their own produce, the price is of comparatively small impor- 
tance, whilst the difference between scarcity and abundance is of very great 
importance. In France, at present, moreover, the State, or the authorities 
local or central, are the great employere. It is a condition of things out of 
which Government finds it necessary to extricate iteelf, yet this it cam never 
hope to do unless in times of cheapness and abundance. The Emperor seems 
wisely reéolved to get out of the: difficulty by adopting the principles of free 
trade. 


We should be delighted, were it in our power, to indorse our 
contemporary’s statement. We hope the fact announced will 
arrive ; we believe that it will, but having seen nothing and heard 
nothing from any other quarter to confirm the statement that it 
has arrived, and no such fact being known to those who have a 
great pecuniary interest in all that concerns the exportation and 
importation of corn in all parts of the world, we are compelled to 
say that we are afraid our contemporary’s statement is premature. 
If it pe not, perhaps our contemporary will inform the public 
where the decree is to be found for continuing the regulations of 
last year beyond December, though they, instead of sanctioning 
free trade in corn, maintain an export duty framed or the princi- 
ple of a sliding scale. We are thoroughly convinced that Louis 
Napoleon could do nothing for the French more advantageous 
than give them perfectly free trade in corn, in cattle, in iron, in 
coals, in linen, in cotton, &c., &c., but we have no proof that he 
has yet—except temporarily, to meet the dearth of last year— 
acted on this, the only policy.

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CHICORY AND COFFEE. 
Tue following is a copy ofa circular issued by the Board of Inland 
Revenue, under the authority of the Treasury, in relation to the re- 
cent prosecutions and future regulations as to the sale of chicory 
and coffee :— 


MEMORANDUM. 
(Copy.) : 

The Board of Inland Revenue have ascertained that a practice pre 
vails among grocers of selling a mixture of chicory and coffee in cases 
where pure coffee is asked for by the purchaser ; and that grocers con- 
sider themselves protected from prosecution under the general order 
of May 13, 1853, by enclosing such mixture in a paper, labelled, 
“ This is sold as a mixture of chicory and coffee,” 

The object of that minute was to allow grocers to sell a mixture of 
chicory and coffee under the regulations therein prescribed, and at the 
same a to insure a supply of pure coffee to such persons as re- 

uired it. 

The Board, acting nnder the direction of the Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury, hereby give notice, that in all instances in 
which pure coffee is asked for, pure coffee must be supplied, and 
must not be labelled, either on the inside or outside wrapper, “ This 
is sold as a mixture of chicory and coffee.” And that if in any case 
pure coffee be demanded, and a mixture of chicory and coffee be 
supplied, the fact of the package being labelled with the above words 
will not protect the seller from a prosecution for a fraudulent sale. 

Grocers acting contrary to these directions will be prosecated under 
the 43 Geo. IIL, cap. 129, sec. 3, a copy of which is annexed.

THE HARVEST. 
Tue harvest is now in full operation throughout the country, and 
is generally proceeding satis‘actorily. During the past week the 
weather has been somewhat broken and interrupted by heavy 
showers, thuugh there has been no great quantity of rain upon 
the whole. The wheat crop is certainly a large one, but some 
doubts are entertained as to the yield, as there are in some fields 
a considerable number of blighted and defective ears, which must 
tell against avery high rate of produce. In some places, too, 
heavy crops have been lodged, and a certain amount of injury 
has been undoubtedly caused to such fields by the wet of last 
week. A few lots of new wheat have been brought to Mark 
lane, but they are said to have been harvested too hurriedly, and 
not to afford any fair criterion of the quality of the year’s crop ; 
the weights varied from 60 lbs to 63 lbs per bushel. From 68s to 
72s per quarter were realised. The price of wheat during the 
week has been again declining. New barley has also been shown 
io Mark lane, the colour of which is stated to have been dark 
and the grain coarse. High prices were, however, demanded. 
Of oats there has been an abundant supply, chiefly foreign; and 
as we have this year a full crop of oats at home, we may congra- 
tulate the country on having been brought, by free trade in corn, 
well through a very trying year, and on the prospect of abundant 
supplies and moderate prices for the ensuing twelve months, Of 
the varied nature of the reports as to the wheat crops, the Mark 
Lane Express Review thus speaks :—‘* We scarcely remember a 
time at which vpinion has been more diversified than at present, 
on the subject of the probable yield of the harvest ; some in- 
dulging in very sanguine expectations, whilst others as confi- 
dently assert that the produce of wheat will be deficient in quan- 
tity, and of inferior quality. We have already on former occasions 
intimated that our anticipations are not very high, but at the 
same time we shall feel much disappointed if the produce of 
wheat does not come up to an usual average. The great draw- 
back we conceive to be the prevalence of blight: this will 
seriously detract from the yield to the acre, and cause the sample 
to be more or less uneven,” And as to the lent corn crops, the 
same authority says:—** The accounts in reference to the spring- 
sown crops are, almost without exception, of a satisfactory 
character. Barley is certainly a heavy crop; and though a por- 





tion of it is likely to be of coarse quality and dark colour, there 
will be some very fine samples, provided uo more rain shall fal 
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until harvest shall have been finished. A considerable breadth 
has been cut, but little carted as yet. Oats promise a very good 
return, and are quite as forward as any of the other grain crops. 
In Ireland fully the usual breadth has been cultivated. Beans 
are without doubt injured by the fly. Wedo not hear of mavy 
complaints about peas.” ee 
In Ireland the weather has been unsettled, and indications of 
disease amongst the potato crops have become more prevalent. 
And similar accounts are given from many districts in England 
| And Wales. In Northamptonshire the disease has made its ap- 
| pearance. The Gloucester Chronicle says, ‘the potatoes in this 
district are becoming more tainted; the decay of the tops taints 
the air around many plantations.” As to Wales, the Cambrian 
says, “reports from all parts of the country state the potato 
disease bas seized the crop with more virulence this than in 
| former years. In Pembrokeshire the blight is all but universal, 
| and we Jearn that the tubers are most sadly diseased.” This is 
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the result we apprehended, from the heavy rains we lately ex- 
perienced. Culling a few of the local reports, we find the Mark 
Lane Express reporter in Somersetshire stating that— 


Round Taunton may be said to be the best white wheats, and here the crops 
are represented as good, and some considerable portion cut. On the other 
heavy cropping districts, Long Sutton, Drayton, between Langford and 
Bridgewater, there are varieties of reporte, and they concur on inspection, 
particularly on the early pieces ; and we ehould say in these districts One- 
| third of the wheat in ground will be likely to disappoint in the yield. It stands 
| up better than for many years past, but there will bea good deal of failing 
wheat round Somerton, and on the marshy, stiff, and stony soils some of these 
deficiencies occur, but the murseries and red wheats grown on these soils 

promise wel]. It is likely that on the loam soils, and higher lands, where the 
blossom was later, there will be a better kernel, The April and spring 
nureery wheats look well. There has been a very extensive beginning this 
| week im outting, bat next some early pieces may be secured, and the cutting 
will become general, as the crop has ripened fast this week, and altogether it 
will be quickly cut. Near Bridgewater barley mowing has commenced. Of 
the crop there is without exception a favourable report, and it is likely to be a 
very large one, and some of the qualities, of late and early, prime and heavy 
im the straw. Oats are good, winter ones mostly well harvested—heavy crop. 
Winter beans well kidded, and are likely to turn out very well; a few excep- 
tions as regards spring beans, but the crop promiees weil; winter ones com- 
menced cutting. Fiax a heavy crop, not eo fine as some seasons, and weedy ; 
more grown, and has paid and is likely to pey well. There is, no doubt, a 
greater breadth of wheat this than last year, and less barley and beans, but 
we think these crops will make up in quality for the lessened quantity sown. 
Most of the potato haulms are affected by the blight, which it is generally 
reported has not epread this last week, and the crop will not to all appearance 
suffer as much as last season, and there is a greater breadth on the ground. 
There has been a small growth of peas; the winter ones are cut, and a good 
many carried; the crop not aiarge one. We now go to the green crops. 
Mangel on the whole good; some failure in the Swedes, but very fair on some 
soils, wanting rain. The turnip crop without rain will not be good. A good 
deal of well-made hay has lately been secured, but the very prime early made 
badly: this includes the early clovers. Grass abundant. There will be 
more apples than was expected (one-fourth of acrop). As regards our live 
etock, beef has been in great request, and is eagerly picked up as eoon as 
brought to market, the high prices bringing it into consumption much earlier 
than it otherwise would; and while we are anticipating what would have 
formed our fature supply, the prices will be maintained, and the supply 
unequal to the demand. There is not quite that quick sale for mutton and 
lamb, but the stock of both is kept short. Lambs for store are full 4s per 
head under the price of last year, and there is about the same difference in 
poor sheep, with rather dull eale. 

The Cornwall reporter says :— 

fo the early Qstricte, cutting of corn of all kinds commenced about the 7th 
inst.; but barvest will not be general till the 15th or after. That the wheat 
generally stands thin on the land is allowed by all; and that the ear is affeeced 
with the yellows, or red gum, in some instances to a pretty great extent, is 
certain; but notwithstanding this, we consider the crop will be good if the 
weather becomes open, with bright sunshine, and as the harvest under any 
circumstances must be be protracted, shou!d we have close damp weather, with 
& low temperature, the late wheate will suffer severely from ruet and mildew, 
which in some places are already appearing. Barley, particularly the early- 
sown, will be a very bulky crop, and the latter sown will produce an unusual 
quantity of straw. Outs are said to be a great crop. Potatoes, ia all parts of 
the country, are again diseased; but the yield is more abundant than it bas 
been for years. Green crops of all kinds are good ; and the acreage of rape 
already stocked is much greater than we ever witnessed thus early in the 
season. The quantity of moisture has caused the pastures to produce a great 
herbage, 80 that cattle and sheep are doing well. 

Lean caitle as well as sheep have rather declined in price 


since the spring, but there is still ample eacouragement to the 
breeders of good stock.

a farther trial in this country, we give a few extracts from hig 
account of their management in France. Many years ago, when 
George the Third introduced Merinoes, they were cxtensively tried 
here, and were soon abandoned. It is certain that our system would 
not suit a Merino flock, and it is, to say the least, doubtfal whether it 
would pay our agriculturists to house his flock merely for the sake 
of breeding a fine woo!-bearing sheep, whose carease is wonderfully 
inferior and unprofitable. 

The soil of the farm is light loam, approaching in the subsoil a yellow sendy 
clay, resting on the chalk and millstone grit. The extensive forest of Ram- 
bouillet and the trees uf the domain partially shelter it; but as the sheep are 
kept almost wholly under cover and hand-fed, sheltered fields become less im- 
portant. The sheep are kept wholly in the houses from November till the end 
of April, and during the remainder of the year they are allowed the liberty of 
depasturing part of the day in the fields, The ewes are put out in the morn. 
ing, returning to the houses by mid-day to rest, and are again put out in the 
afternoon, returning before the dews begin to fal!. The tups are only put out 
in the efcernoonr. Daring rain they are kept to the house, both tups and 
ewes. Every care is taken to prevent the sheep getting wet—wetness and 
dampness being found, to act, most prejudicially against the fineness of the 
fleece. As the same care is taken with the Merino in Saxony, it may be held 
as established by experience that extreme fineness of fleece is only attainable 
by studying to protect the sheep from wet anddamp, In the United King. 
dom it may regarded as an impossibility to wholly protect our flocks from rains 
and dews, but certainly much can be done by a system of drainage to protect 
them at least from underedampnese. Those, therefore, who are desirous of 
improving the fleece of any breed, should not only drain the lands, but should 
provide less or more shelter for the sheep, according to the character of the 
breed, 

The houses for the sheep are large buildings, with granaries above. The 
Ceilings of the house for the sheep are lofty, and ventilation is secured by win- 
dows placed high in the walls, These windows are protected by wire grating, 
and with wooden shutters for closing when found necessary. The doors are 
wide and high, and are kept open during the time the sheep are out. 

In these houses the sheep are much annoyed by flies, from whenee 
they get sore heads, but they are not subject to the flyblows and 
maggots so troublesome to the flocks of this country. When housed, 
the sheep are fed three times a day, with mangold wurzel, hay, and 
grain—a mixture of oats and barley—with a little bran. Io the 
summer, tares are grown for the flock, but latterly the game has in- 
creased so considerably in the domain as to lessen the supply of 
summer food, and seriously to detoriorate the condition of the sheep. 
‘The young sheep, at the time of the writer’s visit in June last, were 
in low condition. 

The lambs all drop in the months of November and December. They are 
allowed to follow the dam for about four months. When weaned they are fed 
Dearly in the eame manner as the older sheep. They consume rather less food. 
Twin lambs are not desired. When twins ocour, one of the lambs is 
staughtered when it is three days old. Of 250 ewes in lamb there are gene- 
rally from 25 to 30 which have twins. One ewe last season had three. As 
the study is to ~roduce sheep of strong vigorous constitutionr, this destroying 
of the extra lambs ig deemed advisable. 

The weight of the fleece appears to be considerable :— 

As sheep are never washed, nor the fleece dressed with any salve, the weight 
of the yolk, &«., is necessarily very considerable, and a certain per centage 
requires to be deducted from the weights we give ; the laubs being dropped 
in November and December, but particularly in the latter month, and the 
shearing commences in June; the first clip ir, therefore, from sheep about eight 
mouths old, Average weight of fleece of male, 8 months old, 3) lve. Average 
weight of fleece of female, 8 months old, 3 lbs. But as the wool on the head, neck, 
and legs ef the young sheep is not clipped, the whole fleece is not removed, it 
being allowed to remain till the second clip. This covering of wool is found 
to be essential for the health of the young sheep, to protect the head from 
the heat of the summer and from the cold of the winter. Average weight 
of the fleece of males, 20 months old, 14 Ibe. Average weight of fleece of 
females from 20 months to six years old, from 8 to 9 ibs, 8} los, After eix 
years, tae weight of the ewe falls off. The ewe produces the finest quality of 
wool. We give the weights as we were informed, but expressed at the time 
doubta as tothe accuracy of the weights of the fleeces of thetups; but as 
all the flecces had been sent off to Normandy, we were unable to test the accu- 
racy of the information. 

The weight of the four quarters of these sheep when slaughtered is 
from 52 lbs the ewes to 56 lbs the tups. But it is as bearing fine wool 
that these sheep are valuable, and it seems the prices obiained at the 
imperial establishment are good :— 

The number of sheep at Rambouillet on the 31st July, was 620: of these 118 
were males, the remainder females, Hitherto the breeding tups aud cast ewes 
have been generally disposed of by public sale ; in future we understand they 
are to be disposed of privately, Previous to the last sale, there were upwards 
of 700 sheep: of there 30 tups went to Australia, 27 of which were eighteen 
months old, 2 thirty months, and 1 forty-two months old.

Since the departure of the last overland mail, our market for comes- 
tibili has been subject to fluctuations. The arrivals of produce from the 
interior had fallen off, whilst in the face of unfavourable advices for grain 
in England, prices advanced. Upon the arrival of the Austrian mail on 
the Ist inst., they again receded, but subsequently advanced to about the 
following quotations for ready produce, viz.: Saidi wheat, 32s to 34s per 
qr f.o.b.; Behera wheat, 29s to 3ls f.o.b.; Saidi beans, 29s 6d to 31s 
f.o.b.; Behera beans, 28s to 30s f.o.b. The cause of this anomaly may 
be principally traced to the limited supplies coming forward, and the 
necessity on the part of holders of tonnage to provide cargoes for char- 
tered vessels. Meanwhile the local Government have suspended sales of 
cotton, but it is intimated that a sale of this article will take place on the 
7th inst. We have further to report several sales of wheat and beans for 
delivery in September, October, and November, the former at prices equi- 
valent to 30s to 32s 6d f.o.b., and the latter to 28s to 30s f.0.b.; these 
operations have been entered into in the hope of a favourable reaction in 
prices in Europe at a later period of the year. Tonnage having accumu- 
lated in the absence of demand, freights have receded and are nomi- 
nally 5s beans for orders, 4s to 4s 6d for direct port, $d and 5 per cent. 
for cotton in square bales. At this moment there are 30 sail of ships for 
charter and recharter in the port, many of them of large tonnage. Coals 
—This article, owing to the large stock in the hands of Government and 
the several steam companies, being amply supplied, is most difficult of 
sale. A cargo of Welsh is offered at 38s, without finding a buyer, and 
several cargoes are daily expected. Exchange on London, 974 to 98 
piastres per £ sterling.

Sugar— Since our last report of the 7th inst. the shipments from hence 
and Matanzas amount to 96,746 boxes, against 84,781 boxes last year 
during the corresponding space of time, and the total exports from both 
ports since lst January show the proportion of 914,282 boxes, against 
733,840 in 1853. The present stock between here and Matanzas may be 
estimated at about 170,000 boxes, and we calculate that about 80,000 to 
100,000 boxes are still left in the country. Since our last report the 
market continues very active, and sellers generally have obtained an ad- 
vance of irl. However, buyers mostly having completed their purchases for 
vessels to sail before the lst of August, there is less animation, and ac- 
counts from Europe being rather unfavourable, it is probable that a re- 
action will take place.

now engaged. This liberality in granting the supplies for the public service, 
demands my warmest thanks; and, although I lament the inereased burthens 
of my people, I fully recognise your wisdom in sacrificing considerations of 
present convenience, and in providing for the immediate exigencies of the war, 
without an addition being made to the permanent debt of the country. 

My LorRDS AND GENTLEMEN, 

In cordial co-operation with the Emperor of the French, my efforts will be 
directed to the effectual repression of that ambitious and aggressive spirit on 
the part of Russia, which has compelled us to take up arms in defence of an 
ally, and to secure the fature tranquillity of Europe. 

You will join with me in admiration of the courage and perseverance mani- 
fested by the troops of the Sultan in their defence of Silistrio, and in the 
various military operations on the Danube. 

The engrossing interest of matters connected with the progress of the war 
has prevented the due consideration of some of those subjects which, at the 
opening of the Session, I recommended to your attention ; but I am happy to 
acknowledge the labour and diligence with which you have perfected various 
important meacures, well calculated to prove of great public utility. 

You have not only passed an Act for opening the coasting trade of the 
United Kingdom, and for removing the last legislative restriction upon the 
use of foreign veseels, but you have also revised and consolidated the whole 
statute law relating to merchant shipping. 

The Act for establishing the direct control of the House of Commons over 
the charges incurred in the collection of the revenue, will give more complete 
effect to an important principle of the constitution, and will promote simplicity 
and regularity in our system of public accounts. 

I rejoice to perceive thit amendments in the administration of the law have 
continued to occupy your attention, and I anticipate great benefit from the 
improvements you have made in the forme of procedure in the superior courts 
of common law. 

The meane you have adopted for the better government of the University of 
Oxford, and improvement of its constitution, I trust will tend greatly to in- 
crease the usefulness and to extend the renown of this great seminary of learn 
iog. 

I have willingly given my assent to the measure you have passed for the 
prevention of bribery and of corrupt practices at elections; and I hope that it 
may prove effectual in the correction of an evil whieb, if unchecked, threatens 
to fix a deep stain upon our representative system. 

It is my earnest desire that, on returning to your respective counties, you 
may preserve a spirit of union and concord. Deprived of the blessings of 
peace abroad, it is more than ever necessary that we should endeavour to 
confirm and increase the advantages of our internal situation ; and it is with | 
the greatest satisfaction that I regard the progress of active industry, and the | 
general prosperity which happily prevails throughout the country. 

Deeply sensibly of these advantages, it is my humbly prayer that we may 
continue to enjoy the favour of the Almighty; and that under his gracious 
protection we may be enabled to bring the present contest to a just and hon~ 
ourable termination.

Mr Hame having urged some inquiries touching the precise nature of the 
recent diplomatic communications from Austria, alladed to on a former even- 
ing in the Upper House, 

Lord J. Russell explained the existing etate of our political relationship with 
the German Powers, so far as official discretion permitted him todo. The 
Russien Minister at Vienna had very lately communicated to the Austrian 
Government an assurance that the Czar had ordered his troops to evacuate 
both the Principalitier, Moldavia as well as Wallechia, Notwithstanding this 
assurance the Austrian Secretary for Foreign Affairs had acquainted both 
the British and French Envoys at Vienna of his readiness to proceed with the 
interchange of the “note” already prepared by the two Weatern Powers, in 
which the general nature of the securities to be required from Rassia prelimi- 
pary to any negotiations for peace were duly set forth. These securities had 
also been described in outline, in a State paper which the Emperor of the 
French had caused to be published in the Moniteur. The answer of the 
Austrian Minister to this note implied that the Emperor his master would not 
be satisfied by a return to the sta‘us quo, and expressed also a general accord- 
ance with the tenor of the securities demanded by England and France. It 
remained, however, to be seen whether Austria would deem it expedient to 
communicate the note to Russia,as a medium for further negotiations, or 
would at once set her armies in motion to obtnin those guarantees which the 
two allies required, and which he trusted that the German Powers would unite 
with them in demanding. 

Mr Hume, after offering some suggestions for the alleviations in fature ses- 
sions of the pressure caused by the mass of private business on the time of 
the house, took occasion to congratulate the Legislature upon the public ques- 
tions which had been more or less advanced towards a satisfactory settlement 
during the past session. He pointed to the Consolidated Fand Charges Act, 
the Merchant Shipping Act, the Oxford University Act, the Usury Law 
Repeal Act, and the Bribery Act, as affording proofs that the legislative la- 
bours of the year have not been altogether wasted. 

The Royal summons to attend Her Majesty in the House of Lords was 
\delivered to the Speaker by the Usher of the Black Rod, and duly obeyed. 

Oo his return, the Speaker, standing at the table, read the prorogation speech 
to such members as were present, and the seseion terminated.

STRIKE OF THE ENGINE DRIVERS ON THE NORTH-WESTERN RAILWAY. 
We regret to state that a portion of the engine-drivers on the North-Western 
Railway have struck. The trains, however, have been worked with their 
usual regularity, the places of the diasentients having been filled with ¢om- 
petent men from the Company’s own resources. The differences between jhe 
men and their masters have been so far accommodated that there is no reason 
to apprehend further disturbances. We understand that this desirable result 
wa; brought about by the personal intervention of the Marquis of Chandos, 
and that, as stated in the minate of the directors, an immediate investigation 
will be made into the alleged grievances of the drivers and firemen, 

HEALTH oF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—Last week the total numberof 
deaths registered in London was 1,832, whilst the births numbered 1,662, the 
return exhibiting the unusual result of an excess in the former over the latter. 
In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1844-53, the average nuatber of 
deaths was 1,110, which, if raised in proportion to increase of population, be- 
comes 1,221. Hence it appears that the actual number of deaths in last week 
exceeds the estimated amount by 611. The excess corresponds nearly with the 
number of fatal cases of cholera recorded last week, which wae 644, while 
those of diarrbaa numbered 195. In the thirty-second week of 1549, which 
ended August 11,822 deaths occurred from cholera, and 173 from diarrboss. 
The progress of the present epidemic, which slightly manifested itself in the 
2nd week of July, is shown by the following weekly numbers—deaths from 
cholera 5, 26, 138, 399, and 644; deaths from diarrhoea and dysentery (also in 
the last five weeks), 51,{63, 87, 146, and 200. Of last week’s deaths from 
cholera, 446 occurred on the south side of the river; a proportion to the total 
number of 69 per cent. Last week the births of 820 boys and 842 girls, in all 
1,662 children, were registered in London, In the nine corresponding weeks 0 
the years 1845-53 the average number was 1,356. At the Royal Observatory, 
Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 29°846 in. The 
mean temperature of the week was 60°1 degs, which is 1°7 deg. below the 
average of the eame week in 38 years. Scarocly any rain fell in the week.

‘ATE OF TRADE.—The state of the iron trade in the dis- 
ot South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire continues highly satis- 
tainey, and, notwithstanding recent threatening appearances, has been but 
slightly disturbed by the intended partial turn-out of the puddiers, The men

seem sensible that the masters, with the present high prices of ma- 
terials, and the uncertainty of a continued demand, would not be justified 
in an immediate advance of wages. The pig-makers continue to exact ex- 
orbitant rates, and the produce of the district jie far below the consumption of 
the iron-worke. Ironstone, notwithstandiog considerable importations of in- 
ferior quality from a distance, is scarce, and, no doubt, in some measure justi- 
fies the high price of pigs. The execution of old contracts at the present 
price of pigs is a heavy drawback upon the profits of many heavy contractors. 
The coal trade is active, and the colliers generally attend to their work well ; 
at least, they keep to their pits the average length of time observed for some 
time past. The copper market is steady at the prices obtained for some weeks 
past; but the demand for home consumption is not so great asa few months 
ago. The manufacturers of braziery goods are scarcely so busy; while the 
exportation of copper to France in particular has decidedly fallen off. This 
reduction in the make of brass and copper implements and vessels, as well as 
in the make of some descriptions of steel toys, is attributed in some degree 
tothe many failures which have recently taken place in the building trade 
throughout the country. The contracts for military gun locks go on satisfac- 
torily, but the rifle “ sights” are executed slowly. The leather trade, which 
has experienced an unexampled prosperity in Birmingham of late, has begun 
to exhibit symptoms of slackeess, It is, neverthelese, one of the trades that 
may be classed as good, for the colonial demand is considerable, The Aus- 
tralian gold colonies gave an extraordinary impetus to the saddlery and Jeather 
trades, and the tardy arrivals of goods at Melbourne and Sydney in the early 
part of 1853 induced merchants to visit the adjacent markets, which, in 
many cases, they cleared of saddles, harness. &o. As & consequence, those 
markets despatched orders to this town and neighbourhood for goods to replace 
the stocks disposed of, thereby producing an immediate and unparalleled de- 
mand upon manufacturers for theee articles. The merchants well acquainted 
with the Australian markets agree in opinion that suitable hardware is in fair 
demand, and that the glut is simply occasioned by erroneous and incompetent 
judgment on the part of thoee wild speculators who entered the field more 
with the view of ridding themselves of an unsaleable and worthless stock for 
the home market, and that asa rule goods in order are saleable at remunerative 
prices, but not at extravagant profits. The usual periodical meetings of the 
three banking companies existing in Birmingham have been heid during the 
past week, and each publishes highly satisfactory statements. The first and 
most important, because the most extensive—the Birmingham Banking Com- 
pany—announces a dividend of 108 per share, and 10s bonus for the half-year 
the shares being 20 and 102 paid up. The Midland Company, in their annual re- 
port, enter into more minute details, The shares are 502 each, all of which is

IRELAND: 


Preszyt STATE or IRELAND.—The Zvening Post, after referring to the 
gratifyiog results of the assize circuite, as evidences Of the very tranquil con- 
dition of the country, observes :—‘* Whilst the military recruiting parties have 
been working with some success, and Captain Jerningham, with the assistance 
of Catholic clergymen, has made progress in the formation of a new force 
called Naval Coast Volunteers, amongst the fishing population along the south- 
western coast, the constabulary are enabled to discharge the functions hereto- 
fore fulfilled by the Queen’s troops. It had been formerly the complaint of 
Parliamentary economists that Ireland required a large standing army as a 
garrison to keep fhe peace. We have entered upon a formidable war, in which 
British honour, safety, and renown are involved; and all the available forces 
at the command of the State are required to prosecute it to a succesefol, and, 
if possible, a speedy close. At this emergency Ireland is in profound tran- 
quillity, and regiment after regiment has been drawn off to fight the battle of 
freedom and civilisation in the East. Ireland is now without an army—the 
rural districts have become so peaceable that the police stations are broken up, 
and portions of the constabulary force are concentrated for other duties.”

FRANCE. 


The trade of Paris has not changed during the week, but there is less 
discouragement among the merchants, who hope that the abundance of 
the crops will tend to revive trade, and who anticipate, from the more 
decided attitude of Austria in the Eastern question, the re-establishment 
of peace. ~The accounts from the manufacturing districts are also 
more satisfactory. The activity which was beginning to manifest itself 
last week has made fresh progress, particularly in the north. There is 
as yet no remarkable improvement in prices, but as the stock of goods on 
hand is inconsiderable, the buyers must necessarily submit to an augmen- 
tation. At Rouen and in Alsace the movement is less marked, but com- 
mission agents have lately shown themselves there, and it is confidently 
expected that they will purchase largely in the course of next month. 
Lyons and St Etienne still suffer from the stagnation of business. The 
failure of the fair of Beaucaire has had a fatal influence on the price of 
silks, a great portion of which found no buyers, The fall in the price of 
grain and flour has been arrested in the Paris markets, and a slight aug- 
mentation has taken place. Thisis generally the case at this season. The 
farmers are too busily engaged gathering in the harvest to bring corn to 
the markets, which are accordingly indifferently supplied. The harvest is 
now terminated in the south and centre, it is very forward in the north, 
and in the east it is progressing most satisfactorily. There being both 
quality and quantity, a general decline of rates has ensued. The cattle 
market is still rising, notwithstanding the present high prices, Butchers’ 
meat in Paris, if no remedy be devised, will soon be out of the reach of 
the inferior classes. The wine trade at Bercy has resumed some activity. 
Prices, however, continue to evince an upward tendency, in consequence 
of the unfavourable intelligence received from most of the vine districts. 
The rain and the oidium have done much mischief, and in some places 
the vintage will be totally unproductive. The price of brandy remains 
steady at 226f per hectolitre.

SPAIN. 

The Madrid Gazette contains royal decrees, by which General Valdes 
is allowed to resign the Captaincy-General of Estremadura; Major- 
General Tulle, Captain-General of the Canary Islands, is appointed his 
successor; and Major-General Paula Osorio is appointed to the Canaries. 
Another decree in the Gazetie reduces the salaries of the employes of the 
department of Public Works. Another decree in the same journal re- 
peals the enactments of the decree of the 28th of October last, by which 
the superior command of the navy at Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
pines, was conferred on the Captains-General of those islands; and de- 
clares that, in accordance with the general regulations of the navy, they 
shall exercise the functions formerly discharged by the Viceroys of the 
Indies. The Gaseéte also contains the following :— 

Rovat DECREE. 

Art. 1.—The Cortes ,of the kingdom, with the character of constituent, and 
composed solely of the Congress of Deputies, shall meet at Madrid on the 8th 
of November of the present year. 

Art.2. A deputy shall be elected for each 35,000 souls. On this ba+is each 
province shall name the number of deputies expressed in the table adjoined 
to this decree, 

Art. 3. The election of deputies shall be made by the method and conform- 
ably to the dispositions of the law of 20th July, 1837, with the variations 
and modifications expressed in the following articler. 

Art. 4. No euplentes shaJl be elected, and only proprietary deputies, sup- 
pressing all which the said law disposes respecting the proposal of senators 
(candidates for senators, of which the Crown named one out of three). 

Art. 5. In order to name the pre-ident and scrutineer secretaries, each 
elector shall inecribe on the paper which the law provides the name of the 
person whom he may desigu as president, and of other two persons for scruti- 
neer secretasies; he who receives the greatest number of votes temaining 
elected for the first charge, and for scrutineer secretaries the four who may 
have also obtained the mejority of the votes. 

Art. 6. The voting shali only last three days, in place of the five days 
assigned by the 28th article of the above-mentioned law. 





TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 

The French Government has received despatches from Admiral Parseval, 
commander-in-chief of the French Baltic squadron, stating that the landing 
of the expeditionary corps was effected on the morning of the 8th, with- 
out resistance, at two points of the Isle of Lumpar, situated to the north 
of the Archipelago of Aland. A battery of five guns was quickly destroyed 
by the French steam corvette Phlegeton and H. M. S, Amphion. The 
guns, which had been covered with the debris of the carriages, and with 
the earth torn up by the balls, were afterwards spiked by the men of the 
two ships. The troops marched on the heights which crown the fortifica- 
tious. Three thousand French infantry and English marines had landed 
at the north of the island. Two or three ships were attacking the forts 
which cover Bomarsund with guns of very large calibre. 

The latest advices state that the French took the strongest fort at 
Bomarsund on the 15th, after several hours’ resistance. The storming of 
the na tae ere iene forts was to take place the next day.

WEST INDIES AND THE PACIFIC. 

By the present mail we have our customary advices from Jamaica: 
The intelligence is by no means important. The cholera still lingered in 
many parts of the island, and had in too many cases proved fatal. In the 
parish of St Anne the mortality had been very great indeed, and the 
pimento crops would be materially injured, owing to the great paucity 
of labour. The seasons in many localities were propitious, but in King- 
ston, and particularly in the inland jowland towns, the weather was very 
hot. In political circles there was nothing new—indeed, the local papers 
are utterly barren of anything of real interest to the home reader. The 
Morning Journal and Daily Advertiser of the 25th of July both 
contain leading articles recommending the shipment to this country of the 
plantain and other fibres which abound in the island, and which might be 
turned to profitable account in the manufacture of paper. In the state of 
trade there was no improvement, but prices were fairly sustained. Log. 
wood was quoted at 38s to 40s per ton. Sugar of the finer qualities com- 
manded 16s 6d to 18s per 100 lbs; ordinary, 18s. Rum was quoted 536d 
to 5s 9d for home consumption, and 3s 6d forexport. Bank bills, at 90 
days on London, par; 60 days, ¢ per cent. pm. 

The cholera in Barbadoes has swept off 16,817 persons, according to 
the data of the most recent accounts. It had nearly disappeared from 


Bridgetown, but still prevailed in the interior of the island. The produce > 


shipped from Barbadoes to the latest dates was as follows :—39,356 hhds 
2.576 tierces 11,698 barrels—equal to 42,535 hhds sugar; 4,886 
puncheons 189 hhds 183 barrels molasses ; 751 puncheons rum. 

Dates from British Guiana to the 25th ult. state, that the colony had 
been visited with heavy rains, which had stopped sugar-making, and 
occasioned some alarm among the planters. The colony was healthy, 
and sanitary arrangements were being proceeded with to guard against an 
attack of cholera. 





BRAZILS AND THE RIVER PLATE. 

Advices have reached us from Buenos Ayres to the 2nd ult., and from 
other ports to corresponding dates. We learn that the Monte Videan 
Government had authorised the circulation of foreign coin with a view to 
the relief of the monetary crisis. It had also ordered 60,000 patacoons to 
be coined. A Brazilian force of 5,000 men still remained in the republic, 
which might be said to be in the enjoyment of profound peace. The 
following commercial inteliigence from Rio is dated the 13th July :— 
Sinee our last by Lusitania about 30,000 bags of coffee have been sold at 
our quotations, except the finer qualities, in which an advance of 200 reis 
per arroba has been obtained. Good coffees are much looked for, and we 
expect to see them much higher, but the reverse will be the case with the 
great bulk of our actual stock (about 40,000 bags). Arrivals are very 
moderate. Exchange may be quoted firm at 263d. Since the Lusitania 
about 160,000/ have been passed. Freights are higher on account of the 
large purchases of coffee. Channel, 50sto 55s ; Antwerp, 50s ; Hamburg, 
50s ; United States, 65c to 70c. 





THE WEST COAST OF AFRICA. 

Our latest advices state that a great deal of rain had fallen at Sierra 
Leone, but the colony was healthy. Very little rain had fallen on the 
Gambia. 

Several slave barvacoons had been erected in the Pongas river and its 
neighbourhood, and if the present small number of cruisers only is em- 
ployed, the slave trade, with all its horrors, will be revived again. There 
are only seven or eight cruisers to guard the whole coast. 





INDIA AND CHINA. 

By the overland mail we have advices from Bombay of the Ist; Cal- 
cutta, June 29; and Canton, June 22. 

The news by this arrival is scanty and of unexciting character, if we 
except the intelligence from Cabul, from the reporter of the Deihi Gazette. 
According to this authority the Czar was offering entire provinces for the 
aid of the Shah’s armies, to be employed in harassing those of the Sultan 
in Asia. oR. 

The King of Ava is said to have renewed his earlier manifestations of a 
desire for peace. Our Indian possessions enjoy a state of complete and, 
it is hoped, well-grounded peace. From Bengal it is reported that the 
indigo crop has been placed in considerable danger by heavy and con~ 
tinuous rains, 

Caxcurra, June 29.—But a moderate amount of business has been 
done as far as our import market is concerned. For British piece goods 
the demand is very slack, dealers keeping themselves back and offering 
much lower prices than holders are inclined to accept.

CUMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


The Richt Hon. the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council for 
Trade and Pisntations have received, through the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, a copy of a despatch from Her Majesty's 
Minister at Florence, reportieg that the duty on the exportation of 
oak timber from the Roman States was to be doubled trom the Ist 
inst. 

The National Bank of Belgium have reduced their rate of discount 
to 24 percent. ‘The existing rate was 3 per cent., to which it was 
raised in January last, when it had been fur some time as low as 2 
per cent. 

The advices from St Petersburg are to the 8th ins‘., when the rate 
of exchange was 37d. Scareely any business wes in progress, owing, 
it is said, to the want of horses for land carriage. One merchant is 
mentioned as having above },000 casks of tallow lyiog at Tver, which 
he was unabie to move for that reason. 

Ali exotic necessaries of life, such as colonial produce, have 
reached enormous prices in Russia; sugar, tor imetance, costs ls 9d 
per ib, and coffee in proportion. The beewoot-sugar works of Russia 
seem now to be no longer able to mect the demand. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the shareholders in the Burra Barra 
Mine, held at Adelaide, in June last, a dividend equal to 400 per 
cent. per annum was declared. The capiial stock ot the company

The Journal d’ Agricuiture Pratique says :—“ The harvest, which 
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has been terminated in the south, is taking place in the centre, and 
has begun in the north, aud everywhere it is better than had been 
hoped. If it be true that the exact yield cannot be ascertained until 
after threshing, it is evident at present, from the number and weight 
of the sheaves, that the harvest will be a good one. According to all 
the accounts we have received the threshiogs that have taken place 
have produced more and finer grain than had been counted on, The 
exceptions to this state of things are very rare, and are caused by 
local circumstances. In one place in the department of Saone-et-Loire, 
there has been a yield of 30 to 40 hectolitres per hectare. We believe 
that on an average the harvest will be superior to an ordinary one. 
Rye, maize, and oats, also present the best appearance. The news 
given in our letters from the Lot, Lot-et-Garonne, the Gers, the 
Basses-Alpes, &c., are all favourable, In the north and east parts of 
the district of Paris the cutting of rye has commenced.” 


Lord Harris, says the Bombay Times, is about to visit the Godavery 
and its magnificent delta, and to inspect the works in course of con- 
struction there. These works are intended to provide the delta of 
the river with sufficient irrigation to protect it from floods, and to 
provide drainage. Already a weir has been built across the river 
at the head of the delta, and various regular channels and aqueducts 
have been constructed. The delta is said to contain 1,200,000 acres 
“ of rich alluvial land, fit for sugar, cotton, hemp, tobacco, oilseeds, 
rice, cocoa-nuts, plantains, chillies, &c., all of which are now culti- 
vated to a great extent,” so it is reasonably expected that the pro- 
posed works will be of immense use. The works are intended to be 
very extensive. There will be 2,000 miles of channels of various 
kinds, most of them navigable; 1,000 bridges and tunnels near the 
channels; ultimately, 7,000 works of masonry in all. The great 
aqueduct is 800 yards long, 20 feet broad, and 6 feet deep, and 
has 49 arches of 40 feet each; and it will convey water to 60,000 
acres of ground. ‘This large aqueduct has been already constructed, 
and in the short space of four months. More than 10,000 men are 
employed upon these works, and it was calculated some time ago that 
sbout seven lacs of rupees or 70,000 would be required to complete 
them. The consequence of the completion of a portion of the works 
is that the revenue of the district is increasing at the rate of 10,000 
a year, and that before a tenth part of the delta has been properly 
irrigated and drained. The Madras Atheneum goes 80 far as to 
assert that the total outlay of 300,000/ will eventually produce an 
increase of the yearly revenue to the same amount. Cent. per cent. 
would certainly be great encouragement to schemes of Indian irriga- 
tion and drainage. But the prospects of this district must mainly 
depend on the Godavery, which is, or may easily be, navigable for a 
distance of 450 miles, and “throws open Berar, with its cheap and 
excellent cotton aud wheat, to the English market.” 


Late advices from the Sandwich Islands, referring to the treaty 
recently arranged between the United States and Japan, by which 
the port of Simoda, about sixty miles from Jeddo, and the port of Ha- 
kodadi, in the Straits of Sangar, are to be opened to American ves- 
sels and trade in March next, speak of the effect it will have in ex- 
pediting the establishment of a line of trane-Pacific steamers, and in 
increasing the importance of the Sandwich Islands. Great Britain, 
France, and Russia, it is added, will doubtless insist upon the same 
mercantile privileges as those which for the present have been ex- 
tended to the United States alone, “ England having esp-cial reason 
to demand them, since in 1612, in the reign of James I., she had ob- 
tained a treaty, and a very liberal one, with the Empire of Japan.”

The assets invested 
amounted to 748,844] 15s 2d, producing an anaual revenue of 
31,9441 16s 11d, or rather more than 4} per cent. 


A circular has been issued by the Railway Department of the Board 
of Trade in reference to railway collisions. In it we find the follow- 
ing passages:—“‘The system under which trains are ordinarily 
worked is, that trains should not be allowed to approach each other 
within a certain interval of space; and, to effect this object, signals 
are exhibited during a certain time after the passage of a train, and 
no succeeding train is allowed to follow until such interval has 
elapsed. Experience, however, shows that this mode of eudeavouring 
to secure a certain interval of space between succeeding trains will 
occasionally fail, in cases where the speed of the respective trains 
varies, or where accidents occur to the machinery of trains ; and when, 
from apy cause, a train becomes stationary on a part of the line away 
from stations, its safety from a collision with a succeeding train is de- 
pendent upon the chance of such succeeding train being at such a dis- 
tance as to allow time for the guard to run Rack: with a signal. With 
the view of effectually securing thatan interval of space shall, under 
all circumstances, be at all times maintained between trains following 
each other upon a line of railway, the South-Eastern Railway Com- 
pany have, on portions of their railway, placeg electric telegraphic 
stations at intervals along the line ; and no train is allowed to pass 
one of these stations, and to move upon the line between it and the 
next station, until a notification has been received from the next sta 
tion that the preceding train has passed off that portion of the line. 
Into the detailed arrangements my Lords purposely abstain from en- 
tering; they would, however, and that in order that the system should 
be effectual, it is necessary that a telegraphic wire be exclusively re- 
served for this service ; and that the instruments used should be 
simple, and should exhibit the sigvals with sufficient clearness tor the 
signalling to be carried on by a person of ordinary intelligence. 
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Tue OPENING oF THE CrysTAL PALACE, CONSIDERED IN SOME OF 
its Retations ro THE Prospects oF Art. By Joun Roskiy, 
M.A. Smith, Elder, and Co., Cornhill. 

Tue opening passage of the present pamphlet is eloquent :— 

CHARACTERISTICS OF THE CRYSTAL PALACE, 

I read the account in the Times newspaper of the opening of the Crystal 
Paiace at Sydenham, as I ascended the hill between Vevay and Chatel St 
Denis, and the thoughts which it called up haunted me all day Jong, as my 
road wound among the grassy slopes of the Simmenthal, There was a strange 
contrast between the image of that mighty palace, raised so high above the 
hills on which it is built ag to make them seem little else than a basement for 
its glitterirg statelinese, and those low larch huts, half hidden beneath their 
coverts of forests, and scattered like grey stones along the masses of far away 
mountain. Here, man contending with the powers of nature for his existence ; 
there, comma:.ding them for his recreation: here, @ feeble folk nested amoug 
the rocks with the wild goat and the coney, and retaining the same quiet 
thoughts from generation to generation; there,a great multitude triumphing 
in the splendour of immeasurable habitation, and haughty with hope of endless 
progress and irresistible power. 

It is indeed impossible to limit, in imagination, the beneficent results which 
may follow from the undertaking thus happily beguo. For the first time in 
the history of the world, a national museum is formed in which a whole nation 
is interested ; formed on a scale which permits the exhibition of monuments of 
art in unbroken symmetry, avd of the productions of nature in unthwarted 
growth,—formed under the avapices of science which can hardly err, and of 
wealth which can hardly be exbausted ; and placed in the close neighbourhood 
of @ metropolis overflowing with a population weary of labour, yet thirsting for 
knowledge, where contemplation may be consistent with rest, and instruction 
with enjoyment. It is impossible, I repeat, to estimate the influence of such 
an institution on the minds of the working classes. How mapy hours once 
wasted may now be profitably dedicated to pursuits in which interest was first 
awakened by some accidental dieplay in the Norwood palace; how many in- 
tellecte, once dormant, may be roused into activity within the crystal walle, 
and how theee novle results may go on multiplying and increasing, and bearing 
fruit seventy times seven-fold, as the nation pursues its career,—are questions 
as full of hope as incapable of calculation. But with all these grounds for hope 
there are others fur despondency, giving rise to a group of melancholy thoughte, 
of which I can neither repress tlle importance nor forbear the expression. 

Mr Ruskin discusses through the remainder of his pamphlet the 
preservation and restoration of works of art, buildings, &c., in 
Europe, aud chiefly Gothic buildings, the decay and the restoration of 
which alike afflict him, The Crystal Palace is used only as a peg to 
hang a lamentation on; but, when whole races of men pass away, can 
we expect or wish the work of man’s hands to be eternal ? One of the 
merits of the Crystal Palace probably is, that when it is no longer of 
use, and persons no longer care to preserve it, the materials wil not 
encumber the eaith, and in a few months after its functions are at an 
end, cattle may again feed, as in Hyde Park, where are now colilected 
the most curious ethnographical groups ever brought together, or 
the wonderful copies of the weatetel works of Assyria or Egypt. 
The conservative desire to preserve that of which nature decrees the 
extinction—the lamentation over the destraction from which ever 
springs reproduction—is less a natural than a factitious and false feel- 
ing or taste engendered chiefly of idleness, and quite at variance with 
the instincts that excite exertions and the hopes that, called eternal, 
have no reference to the past but only to the future. 
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DaNGERS TO ENGLAND OF THE ALLIANCE WITH THE MEN OF THE 
Coup v’Erar. By Victor ScHortcner. Triabner and Co., 
Paternoster row. 

ENG LanD finds herself in a peculiar condition. Her union with 

France, long desired by reflecting men, and from the proximity, simi- 

lar tastes, anc a parity of progress, certain at some time to come to 

pass, has been forced on by the projects and designs of Russia at a 

time when the existing Government of France has obtained power in 

@manver almost universally reprobated, and more especially repro- 

bated by the party—the democratic—which most warmly advucates 

the cordial alliance of the English and French people. England's con- 
flict with Russia is not less singular. With its Government, our 

Government has long entertained the most intimate and friendly rela- 

tions ; and, though ready properly to acknowledge the Government 

of France, was not disposed to enter into peculiarly friendly relations 
with it. The evident interests, however, of civilisation and the wishes 
of the people have led to a close alliance with France and to a war 
with Russia. It is the Governments, therefore, rather than the nations, 
which are in a peculiar position. England, as the friend and advocate 
of European freedom, of peace, of trade, and of progress, is in her 
proper position as an opponent to the despotism and barbarism of 
Russia, and as an ally and friend of her civilised, and progressive, 
and, in spite of many untoward circumstances, tolerably free neigh- 
bour. If we looked only, as Mr Schoelcher does, to the Governments 
and to parties, we should think his advice worth some atten- 
tion, and suppose there might be some danger to England from 
an alliance with the men of the coup d'etat; but, looking 
beyond the Goveraments, looking at the nations and at the progress 
of society generally, we see in the union which he is alarmed at, 

‘less a union of the Governments than the union of the people, 

—sure, in the longrun and at no distant day, to improve the Govern- 

ments of both countries, and bring them more than ever into harmony 

with society. ‘The men of the coup d’etat are but fulfilling the destiny 

“marked out by heaven,” and are effectually promoting the progress 

of freedom in France and in Europe, by combatting the despotism 

Europe has chiefly to dread, and heiping to set at variance all the 

despotisms that vex and annoy it, destroying the strength of all, and 

assuring the success of the people. M. Schoelcher, haviug been a repre- 
sentative of the people, and opposed to the men of the coup d'etat, 
very naturally, very earnestly, and very sincerely warns us against 
them. But for the reasons briefly stated, we think his advice not ap- 
plicable to us. We have nothing to do with the manner in which 


|| foreign Gove:nments are formed, and in which they are conducteg 
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in respect to their own La ogy This is exclusively for the people 
themselves. As long as the French recognise, honour, and obey 
Louis Napoleon, it is not for us as a nation to inquire into bis titles to 
their homage. In the interest of France and the interest of England, 
the Governments of the two countries find it advisable and necessary 
to enter into an alliance and make war on Russia; and, however 
much we mayfindividually pity and respect the members of the Go- 
vernment and the party of the constitution which the men of the coup 
defeated and banished, we must not allow them to sow in our hearts 
mistrust of our allies, who are in truth the French people, nor of the 
mec ony they choose or acknowledge as their rulers. M. Schoelcher's 

kis full ofcurious statements of the affair and of the men of December, 
and will supply useful materials for their history, but we cannot suffer 
the vicious origin of their power nor their character to stand for one 
moment in the way of the policy which the present condition of 


Europe imperiously presses on the Governments of France and 
England. 





Notes or aA TrRavetiter. By Samvuet Laina, Esq. First Series. 
Longmans, Paternoster row. 

WE are glad to see this useful racy book of Mr Laing republished in 
the cheap form of “ The Traveller’s Library.” Though much of its 
wisdom is slighted or overlooked by the busy men of routine, who 
run after wealth and power in the tracks of their predecessors, the 
republication will be useful. It will revive and strengthen truths, 
which meddlers are for ever forgetting themselves and stifling in 
others. Old as the book now is, and questionable as some of Mr 
Laing’s opinions may be, there are many passages in it worthy of 
being repeated and studied. Here, for example, is a grand truth, 
well illustrated, assailing the foundation of that system of interferenee 
now becoming, from its rapid extension, a national plague :— 


SOCIETY EDUCATES AND CIVILISES ITSELF. 

Society left to itself will, probably, always work iteelf up to ite moral wante.. 
The moral condition of France, from 1794 to 1816, had certainly no aid from 
the clerical, educational, civil, or military establishmente of ite government, 
or from the wars and tumults in which the country was engaged ; yet countries 
blessed, during all that period, with the fullest, most powerful, and best 
endowed church establishments, as part of their government, may envy the 
moral condition of the great mass of the French people. The social ecouomist, 
who looks at France, and at the United States of America, will pause before 
he admits in its fullest extent the usual clerical assumption, that a powerful 
church establishment, and an union of church and state, are essential to the 
morality, piety, or education of a people. He will be apt to conclude, that 
society lefc to itself will provide according to its wantr, and to its recipient ca- 
pabilities, for education, morals, and religion—that these muet grow naturally 
out of social circumstauces, and cannot be forced by establishments, clerical 
or educational, into any wholesome existence—and tbat a people will no more 
fall into barbarism, or retrograde in civilisation, from the want of establish- 
ments suitable to their social condition, than # family will taru canaibals from 
wanting a butclier’s shop or a cook. 


As all our education is intended to uphold the artificial system 

established, a few words may be added:— 
NATIONAL DRILLING. 

It is the duty of every inquirer into political and social economy to raise his 
voice against attempts to educate a people into the support of any eocial or 
political system founded on mere expediency, not upon moral principle; and 
which is not the only social arrangement among civilised men, nor proved by 
reasoning, or experience, to be incontrovertibly the best for the gener4! well- 
being of acommunity. This is preverting education to the most de*picable 
end—the support of a political system. 

In spite, however, of such observations, which may have never 
been read, and certainly have never been considered by the many 
ignorant persons who continually extend their demands for more in- 
terterence, there is a perpetual extension of this drilling system, in 
order to make the people respect a certain system of political order and 
church government. Nobody would for one moment extend this system 
if it were supposed to be at variance with establishments, or if it were 
not supposed and intended to strengthen them. The plan is, how- 
ever, unwise. It is only carried into effect by taxation, and increas- 
ing taxation for these objects is more dangerous to the existing 
system than any amount of ignorance. At present, what we require 
most to learn is respect for property, for the chief source and origin 
of all our goals and workhouses is theft of one kind or another. ‘This 
crime was far less known in France when Mr Laing wrote than in 
England. No doubt, under the system carried out by the Govern- 
ment, of not respecting the property of the people, they may have 
come to respect the property of one another less than formeriy; but 
this is what Mr Laing said of the French when he wrote, now more 
than 10 years ago. It may also be worth remarking, that while our 
system teaches every man to dragoon every other, as it were, into 
his way of thinking and feeling, the Freuch teach a respect for 
the feelings of each other: — 

RESPECT FOR PROPERTY AND FEELING IN FRANCE. 

Let us do justice to the French character. Their self-command, their upon- 
honour principle, is very remarkable, and much more generally diffused than 
among Our own population. They are, I believe, a more honest people than 
the British, The beggar, who is evidently huugry, respects the fruit upon 
the road-side within his reach, although there is nobody to protect it. Pro- 
perty is much respected iu France; and im bringing up children, this fidelity 
towards the property of others seems much more carefully inculculated by 
parents in the lowest class, in the home education of their children, than with 
us. This respect for property is closely connected with that respect for the 
feelings of our neighbours, which constitutes what is called mauuers. This 
is carefully inculcated ta children of all ranks in France. They are taught to 
do what is pleasing and agreeable to others, We are too apt to undervalue 
this spirit, as tendivg merely to superficial accomplishment», to empty com- 
pliment in words, and uomeaning appearance in acts. But, in reality, this

reference to the feelings of others in all we do, is a moral habit of great value | 


where it is generally diffused, and enters into the home training of every 
family. It is an edacation both of the parent aud child in morals, carried on 
through the medium of external maanere. Oar iower aud middie classes are 
deficient in this kind of family education; and there is some danger that the 
parents in those classes may come to rely too much with as, for all education, 
upon the parish and Sunday schools. It is but reading, writing, reckoning, 
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catechiem, after al], that be taught a people by the most perfect 
ao anf national school edacation ; and those scquirements would be dearly 
if 


morals, and 
mapner?. is a fine distinction of the French nations! character, and social 
economy, that practical morality is more generally taught through manner?, 
among and by the people themselves, than in avy country in Europe. One 
or two striking instances of this general respect for property have occurred to 
me in travelling in France. I once forgot my umbrella in a diligence going to 
Bordeaux, in which I travelled as far as Tours. My umbrella went on to 
Boudeaux, and returned to Tours in the corner of the coach, without being sp- 
propriated by any of the numerous passengers, or workpeople, who must have 
passed through it on 80 long a journey, and have had this stray unowned 
article before them. I once travelled from #aris to Boulogne with a gentle- 
men who had come up he same road a few days before. We were convers- 
ing on this very subject, the honesty of the people in genera], aud he re- 
collected having left on the table of one of the inns half a basket of grapes, 
worth about 12 sous, which, he said, he was sure he would find safe. On 
arriving, he asked the waiter if he hed seen the grapes, and they were in- 
| stantly produced, as a matter of couree, out of a press in which they bad been 
| carefally put away a8 property not belonging to the house. It is the great 
diffusion and exposure of property in small things, among a nation of small 
proprietore, that produce this regard for its safety even in trifies, this practical 
morality, It is not the value lost, but the injury to the feeling of ownership, 
which constitutes the criminality, or rather the injury, in many petty aggres- 
| sions op property; and respect tor the feelings of others enters into the man- 
| mers and morals of the French. : 
| We know no modern book better worth studying, under the present 
| delusion of having all things regulated and done by the Government, 
| than Mr Laing’s “Notes of a Traveller,” and we rejoice to see it 
| published in this cheap form. 
| A Reaprse Book or tHe TurkisH LanouaGE, with a Grammar 
| and Vocabulary, §c. By Wma. Burckuarpt Bakker, &c. 
| James Madden, Leadenha!i street. 





Ir is one of the consequences of the present interest taken in Turkey, 
that we should have grammars and reading books of the language 
brought under the public notice. From the present work the reader 
may acguire much moral as well as philological knowledge of tha 
Turks and their language. Here is an example. After pointing out 
an imperfect translation of the passage in St John’s Gospel, the author 
says :— 

This will show how difficult, if not impossible, it is, sometimes to express 
the simplest idea of this barbarous tongue; and the more elegant the language 
the more confused it becomes, as the same expression may mean half a dozen 
things, till, by inference, it ie brought to bear upon the sense. As we have 
already observed, it requires a conjuror to divine the sense of their 
diplomatic sentences, which not two Turks would interpret alike, each ex- 
plaining the phrase according to his appreciation of the Arabic words used ; 
and, as most Turks bave but a limited idea of this language, they generally 
contrive to pervert the original meaning of the word, and tura it, very awkardly, 
to signify what they wish to express. In the same way as it is related of a 
scribe, who, on being asked to write a letter, replied that “he could not, be- 
cause, being lame, he could not accompany the missive to read it, no one being 
able to decipher his writing.”’ So, when anything out of the way is expressed, 
the composer, Or @ Man on his part, is required to accompany the document to 
explain it! 

The book will, howeyer, promote the study of this barbarous 
language.

By the present returns there is a decrease of circulation 
150,5152; an increase of public deposits, 642,6841; a decrease of 
private deposits, 455,7691; a decrease of securities, 217,2431; an 
increase ot bullion, 262,3111; an increase of rest, 8,668/; and an 
increase of reserve, 400,266/. The alteration in the secarities ig 
caused by a decrease in Government securities to the amount of 
679.8901, and an increase of private securities to the extent of 
462,647/, confirming the statement we made last week that the 
Bank was getting bills. The decrease of securities on the whole, 
however, and the decrease of circulation, with the increase of 
bullion and of reserve, show increasing strength in the Bank. 

The money merket was rather easy to-day, oue day it being easy 
and the next stringent, showing a pretty even balance in general 
between the supply and the demand, the market being affected 
day after day as either predominates. Money is placed at call at 
4}, and to-day the discount houses are rather full, and more 
willing to lend than borrow. The market rate of discount 
coincides with the Bauk rate, 5 per cent., but some biils were 
done below it. The principal demand for money is from Liver- 
pool and Manchester, from which numerous bills already dis- 
counted there are sent to London to be re-discounted, otherwise 
the demand for money is not very great. 

The imports of the precious metals this week amount to 
54,000! direct from the Isthmus and the West Indies; 
18,633 oz of gold, valued at 78,000/, from Adelaide; and, 192,0002 
from the United States. 

The arrival of H.M.S. Dido at Panama from the western ports 
of Mexico, with 140,000/ in specie for England, is reported. 

Consols closed to-day at 94, an upward tendency having 
mauifested itself subsequent to the opening. To-day was settling 
day, and no difficulty was found in adjusting the accounts. Money 
accordingly was not much in demand on the Stock Exchange; 
nor was there much business doing. ‘The following is our usual

A No. 1, Bank deposits are on the increase, as we see by the 
weekly statements, while there is a vast amount of capital floating 
about uniavested,—uninvested, for the reason that pradent men 
hardly know how, or in what to invest,—the recent misdoings ia the 
stock market having cast an odour of distrust over everything and 
everybody there. This feeling, however, in the common course of 
events, cannot be of long endurance ; yet its embarrassing influences 
are not to be got rid of in a week, or a month. The money market, 
which has been quite easy all the week, closed rather more stringent 
yesterday, owing to the fact that the three millions lent the banks 
some time ago by General Almonte, the Mexican Minister, and, also, 
the four millions placed on special deposit by him, are to be with- 
drawn atthe expiration of ten days from Thursday last, a notice to 
that effect having been sent to banks holding said specie. The rates, 
however, are unchanged. We quote :—Loans on call, 6 to 7 
cent.; prime 60 to 90 days paper, 9 to 12 per cent.; prime 4 and 6 
months paper, 10 to 12 per cent.; railroad paper, 15 to 18 per cent. 
The receipts at the office of the Sub-Treasury yesterday were 
156,159 dols 17c ; payments, 72,335 dols 08¢, leaving @ balance 
last evening of 4,580,033 dols 92c.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENING. 

The corn market to-day was affected more by the weather than by 
the supplies. The barometer had risen, and the day was dry, and 
the harvest prospects brighter than the day before. Though the 
supplies of wheat were very short, therefore the trade was flat, and 
Monday’s prices were scarcely maintained. Some wheat shown to- 
day from Norfolk and Cambridge is splendid. 

barley is expected to be a very heavy crop, and the price tends 
downwards. 

Oats were lower than on Monday, but the trade exhibited more 
firmness than on Wednesday. 

From France our information is that the corn markets are firmer, 
the stocks being short, and some time must yet elapse before the new 
wheat is brought in large quantities to the market. Purchases are 
still made ia our market for France. 

From Holland we learn that the rye does not turn out so well as 
was expected, but the reports of disease amongst the potatoes have 
been exaggerations. , 

In Germany the markets are in an uncertain state, but are not 
falling rapidly, as might have been expected from a rich harvest safely 
housed. In the neighbourhood of Stettin, where the rye harvest is 
over, it is described as very abundant. Wheat is there dull of sale, 
and only small parcels were got rid of. In Hamburg the corn 
market is stationary. 

According to the New York Shipping List, of August 5th, “the crops 
throughout the United}Statee,—wheat, oats, barley and hay,—have been 
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pretty generally secured, and notwithstanding the croaking that was 
indulged in, the yield of all proves to be satisfactory. The yield of 
wheat is sbove an average. This will have a moet ieperunt influence. 
upon commercial affairs, as it will ensure a material reduction in the 
price of bread to the consuming classes. As yet wheat has been 
brought forward very slowly, and prices of flour consequently keep up, 
but the current exorbitant rates cannot be very long muiatained.” 

The sugar market has not been so active this week as last, and has 
scarcely maintained its upward tendency. Good grocery qualities 
have gone off freely at firm prices. Ina refined sugar a good amount 
of business has been done, but the prices are not improved. 


The Dutch Trading Company have announced their sale for the 
18th September, in Rotterdam, comprisiag 62,505 baskets of Java 
sugar. 

Coffee finds a ready sale at former prices. 


From Messrs Corrie and Co.’s circular we quote the following ac 
count of tea:—The public sales of tea commenced on Tuesday morn- 
ing. They comprised 22,663 packages, a large portion being “ with 
all faults.” 11,783 packages were gone through, and 5,590 sold, in- 
cluding 800 small boxes. The biddings were dull, green tea being 
difficult of sale at current rates, but the only material alteration ia 
prices is in the several parcels offered with all faults, which are con- 
sidered 1d to2d below the prices obtained in the sales of 2ist Jane. 
Common congou went from 9}d to 10$d, middling, 1léd to 11{d, 
fine, 1s 63d to 1s 7d; pouchong, 7d to 73d; scented caper, Is 0}d to 
1s 0fd—ail with all faults; Canton young hyson, Is Id to ls l}d; 
Canton gunpowder 84d, good Is 8d. The quotation for common 
congou by private contract is 103d. Duty was paid at this port 
during the week eaded 10th instant on 612,790 lbs, against 571,168 in 
the same period last year, 


The transactions in the Liverpool cotton market this week have 
been on a rather limited scale, and the sales reach only 36,000 bales. 
OF these 30,000 bales are to the trade, 2,000 on speculation, and 4,000 
bales for export. Prices for middling qualities are reduced 1-16d to 
1-8d per lb during the week, owing to a large quantity of cotton 
being forced on the market for salee To-day’s business is 5,000 to 
6,000 bales, with a steady market. The last accounts from America 
report the total receipts as 2,840,000 bales. The crop will yield 
2,900,000 bales. Of the new crop the accounts speak favourably, 
with the exception of complaints of much drought ia some districts. 
The business in the London market has been likewise on a moderate 
scale. 1,890 bales have changed hands at former rates. 


“ A want of business in the oil and seeds markets,” say Messrs Wil- 
sop, Rose, and Graham, “has again been felt during the week, and 
even less disposition evinced to enter into transactions for articles 
likely to be influenced by the establishment or otherwise of a blockade 
at Archangel and the Biack Sea porta, about which there appears to 
be more uncertainty and diversity of opinion than ever.” Palm oil, 
however, moves off for home consumption, and tallow remains steady 
at 678 per cwt on the spot for Petersburg Y C. 


_The markets in the manufacturing districts are generally steady, 
without much animation. Everywhere a;good business is doing for 
ne and nowhere does there appear to be any undue specu- 
ation.

Large 
quantities have been bought in the country for blanket and other purposes 
which has raised the price above the level of this trade. Noils and broke,

are in good request—very scarce, and command high prices. Yarns— 
The spinners complain loudly at the price of wool compared with the cur- 
rent rate of yarns, there being less spinning margin than at any previously 
known period. There are no stocks of yarns on hand, and many houses 
are under contracts at prices that will not to-day cover cost of top. For 
fresh orders higher prices are demanded, and no one is disposed to accept 
contracts for distant delivery. Pieces—The season with the merchants. 
having opened so late, they have not yet sold out their early purchases, 
which were very small, and the stocks in the hands of the whole trade 
were never lower at any period of time. The cost to produce being on 
the ascendant, causes the manufacturers to act with unusual caution, and 
large numbers of looms are totally idle, in addition to those of suspended 
houses, and there is no disposition to increase the present production, 
which is not 50 per cent. of August, 1853. 

NorrmGcuam, Aug. 17.—We have no change to report in the lace trade. 
The complaints of dulness still prevail, and extend, not only to our trade, 
but to the business of the throwsters at Derby, which is much affected by 
it. Various reports prevail relative to the transactions in cotton; some- 
thing appears to have been done on ’Change in Nottingham yesterday ; 
but, on the whole, the trade is considered slack: Hosiery, also, continues 
as formerly, with some Canadian purchasers in the market, on whom rests 
the sole dependance of business at the present season.—Notts Guardian. 

Leicester, Aug. 15—There is a considerable improvement in the demand 
for goods both for the home market and for export. 1t is said that more 
goods have been sold the last three weeks than in the previous two 
months. The worsted spinners have advanced yarns this week 3d per lb, 
and are not willing to take orders for future delivery, even at that 
advance. Wools are firm at the late advance. Skin comb wools and 
bright-haired wether sorts are in request, and the stocks being light, 
holders are asking a further advance ; farmers’ lots of average quality are 
selling at 28s per tod.

The 
imports consisted of 960 qrs from Archangel, 4,831 qrs from Dantzie, 712 
qrs from Hamburg, 520 grs from Karbmund, 2,590 gre from Konigeberg, 912 
qre from Lisbon, 590 qrs from Lubeck, 570 qrs from Memel, 470 qra from 
Mertola, 1,265 qre from New York, 520 qrs from Piliau, 690 gra from Reque- 
jada, 1,500 qrs from Rostock, 410 qrs from Santander, 1,519 qrs from Stettin, 
and 4,068 qrs from Venice, making a total of 21,837 qre, The arrivals of 
flour coastwise were 480 eacks; by the Eastern Counties Railway, 4,626 sacks ; 
from foreign porte, 2,616 sacks and 5,999 barrels. Trade in this article was 
dull, but prices were unaltered. Barley was pressingly offered at 1s to 28 
per qr reduction in price, samples of new appearing on the market which the 
maltsters will not yet purchase. There were no English oats coastwise, 840 
qrs from Scotland, 1,350 qre from Ireland, and 22,315 qra from foreign porte. 
The demand was steady, but prices were 6d to 1s per qr lower, particularly 
the new arrivals from Archangel, which are not of so good a quality as the 
past two seasone. 

The importe at Liverpool on Tuesday were liberal, and, with a tolerably 
good attendance of town and country millers, a fair quantity of wheat was 
taken off at an advance of 4d to 6d per 70 ibs on the rates of that day 
se’nnight for American white, but only at 2d to 3d on samples of red. Eng- 
lsh and Spanish flour must be quoted 1s to 2s per sack higher, and Ame- 
rican was 6d per barrel dearer. 

There were moderate imports at Hull, but a small supply of wheat brought 
forward by the farmers, which was taken off by the millers at a decline of 
28 to 3s per qr: average, 633 4d on 83 qre. 

The arrivais at Leeds were ecanty, yet trade was very languid for wheat, at 
28 to 8s per qr reductionin price: average, 628 7d on 24 qre.
